A PROCLAMATION 


HEREAS a fundamental aim of United States policy is the 

development of an international economic environment 

that will foster the material well-being and political independ- 
ence of all free peoples; and 

WHEREAS an effective United States commercial policy in 

support of this aim requires a vigorous domestic economy, an 

expanding international commerce, and an equilibrium in our 
international payments; and 


WHEREAS American business is being challenged in a 


highly competitive international economy to strive with greater 
vigor to develop expanding opportunities for the sale of Amer- 
ican products in foreign markets: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOHN F. KENNEDY, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby proclaim the week 
beginning May 21, 1961, as World Trade Week; and I request 
the appropriate officials of the Federal Government and of the 
State and local governments to cooperate in the observance of 
that week. ’ 

I also urge business, labor, agricultural, educational, and 
civic groups, as well as the people of the United States gener- 
ally, to observe World Trade Week with gatherings, discus- 
sions, exhibits, ceremonies, and other appropriate activities 
designed to promote continuing awareness of the importance 
of world trade to our economy and to our relations with other 
nations. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the Seal of the United States of America to be affixed. 

DONE at the City of Washington this 22d day of April in 
the year of our Lord nineteen hundred and sixty-one, and of 
the Independence of the United States of America the one 
hundred and eighty-fifth.

The just concluded Fourth Tokyo International Trade Fair drew exhibits from 
27 countries.

@ MALAYA, FEDERATION OF.--It was recently announced officially that the 
Government intends to acquire approximately 12 thousand acres of land in the Kuala 
Lumpur and Klang districts for a new international airport. 





@ MEXICO.--Government's import quota policy for unassembled cars in assembly 
period May 1-October 31 establishes a point evaluation system. Cars are to be 
rated on retail prices, dealer distribution, availability of parts and service, 
and consumer preference, and makes not receiving a rating of at least 50 out of a 
possible 100 points will not receive quotas. Quotas for each make admitted will 


be at least 500 units. Intent is to reduce number of makes assembled from present 
49 to 30 on fewer. ... 








Secretary of the Treasury announced plan to revise Mexican import tariff 
System, including increase in number of tariff classifications and modifications 
of duty rates. Changes to.be announced gradually, with first appearing April 8, 
affecting over 600 items, mainly raising duties. 





@ NEW ZEALAND.--Government has suspended the "R" (replacement) import licensing 
category and the provision permitting new importers to enter trade of items included in 
the "R" category. Items previously marked "R" now come under two categories--items 
for which no further import licenses will be issued in 1961, and items for which ad- 
ditional import licenses will be issued only when urgent need is proved... . 





New restrictions on allowances for overseas pleasure travel have reduced the 
additional amount over the basic maximum US$2100 allowed tourists not using a pleasure 
travel allocation in the previous three years from $1400 to $700, and extended the 
qualifying period to five years. Reductions will also be made in allocations for 
business travel, which are based on individual circumstances. 





Six oil companies have joined together to share a common oil refinery to be 
built at Whansarei. Refinery will produce motor fuel, diesel oil, and bitumen 
from crude oils imported into New Zealand but no aviation fuel or kerosene. 
Specifications are being drawn up for the project which is expected to be in 
operation by late 1963 or early 1964... . 


Construction is to start within a year on a US$1.3 million passenger terminal 
for overseas liners at Clyde Quay, Wellington Harbor. 











@ PAKISTAN.--Engineers of Inter-Nuclear Co. (U.S.) and Gibbs and Hill, Inc. 
(U.S.) have been appointed nuclear power consultants by the Pakistan Atomic Energy 
Commission to study prospects of nuclear power in East and West Pakistan. 
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@ PORTUGAL.--It is expected that the Government will have to authorize addi- 
ditional imports of wheat and other foodstuffs.

The date for reduction of Portuguese import duties by 30 percent to other

SOROPAME, the firm which built stainless-steel railway cars for Estoril rail- 
road under license from a U.S. manufacturer, has just completed the first diesel- 
electric locomotive to be built in Portugal. 











@® SPAIN.--Barreiros-Diesel has announced agreement with the British Rootes 
Group for manufacture of the Super-Snipe, a three-liter, six-seater car, and also 
three- and four-tonm trucks. .. . 

The 1961 list of global import quotas has been modified, increasing total 
quotas by a net $4 million. Items added to list include motors and parts, food 
and farm machinery, telecommunications equipment, hand tools and metal manufac- 
tures, textiles and manufactures, pharmaceuticals, and movie and photographic 
apparatus. 


@ SUDAN.--Some 150 German firms are expected to exhibit products at a West 
German industrial exhibition at Khartoum next November. 








@ THAILAND.--Press reports indicate legislation under consideration to re- 
strict importation of luxury items or goods which can be produced in Thailand and 
goods which are very low priced. 





@ UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA.--Prime Minister Verwoerd has denied that Government is 
considering measures to prevent capital outflow. 








@® UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC.--Fiat will begin assembly of its model 1100 car in 
Egypt within a year. Initial production will be 80 percent from imported parts 
and components, with provision for adding models 600, 1800, 2100, and specialty 
vehicles at rate of 12,000 annually from about 96 percent locally made parts. ... 
Proposed U.A.R. trade mission to the United States, scheduled for April-196l, 
has been postponed indefinitely. 








@ UNITED KINGDOM.--Six orders for British equipment were recently placed by 
Soviet-bloc countries: $3.5 million plant for production of hormone weed killer; a 
$2.1 million plant to produce dimethylol ethyleneurea, a chemical used in manu- 
facture of drip-dry fabrics; $2.5 million for hosiery knitting machinery; $1.2 
for cardboard manufacturing machinery; $2.1 million for machinery to produce 
polystyrene moulding powders; and $2.2 million for a polystyrene plant. 








@ URUGUAY.--Import registrations in first quarter 1961 averaged US$15 million 
a month, compared to $17.6 million monthly from October to December 1960. Reduction 
in demand is attributed in part to increased confidence that present system of 
unrationed, freely convertible exchange will continue indefinitely, thus reducing 
speculative buying. Also, the burden of financing surcharges and prior deposits 
in the face of a tight money market has contributed to restraining imports... . 


UTE, the government electric power monopoly, has signed an agreement with 
the Argentine telephone and telegraph system to increase the number of circuits 
between the two countries, beginning with an increase from 18 to 120 in the number 
of telephone circuits and an additional 48 telegraph circuits between Buenos Aires 
and Montevideo. Uruguay's share of cost is estimated at 17 million pesos. A call 
for bids is, expected shortly. ... 

State railroad monopoly has opened bids of 30 firms, including U.S. firms, to 
supply 39 diesel electric locomotives. Awards are not expected to be made for 
about three months.

Foreign Capital Sought 





Israel Encouraged by Trend Toward Expansion 
Of Industry and Private Investment 


EL AVIV.—An atmosphere of hope and enthusiam prevails in Israel 

as the trend toward an industrial, rather than an agricultural, econ- 
omy becomes more apparent. New investments and full use of exist- 
ing facilities brought a spurt in industry last year, and indications are 
that the Government intends to move resolutely to attract private 
capital from abroad even though it would mean some scaling down of 
its own investments and control of some key enterprises. 

Unexpectedly large receipts of personal restitution payments from 
West Germany in the fourth quarter of last year contributed to two 
chronic problems of the Government—persistent inflationary tenden- 
cies, and the need to favor domestic savings over consumption expendi- 
tures. The Government took a moderate line in controlling use of the 
restitution funds received by its citizens because of the need to aug- 
ment foreign currency reserves, and the Bank of Israel followed a 


generally somewhat more liberal credit policy. 
Although considerable success was attained in expanding exports

of a broad range of products, imports, primarily for consumption, also 
grew and the critical gap in the balance of trade widened by 8 percent. 


Industry Forges Ahead 


Industrial production in Israel was 
up 12 percent in the last quarter of 
1960 over the same period of 1959, 
whereas agricultural production in- 
creased by only 5 percent. 

A substantial rise in labor produc- 
tivity, estimated at 5 percent, accom- 
panying the increase in production rep- 
resented progress toward solving one of 
Israel’s chronic problems—underutiliza- 
tion of the labor force. For the first 
time industry was unable to assure it- 
self of adequate labor in all lines. 

Less than one-half the increase in 
production went to local consumption. 
A substantial part was exported or 
used in production of capital goods. 

Production of textiles, which have 
favorable possibilities for export, made 
a large contribution to the overall pro- 
duction increase. To a considerable 
extent textile exports were financed 
through cartel arrangements within the 
country which produced high domestic 
prices. 

Completion of Histadrut-owned Steel 
Town at Acre and its entry into regular 
production will bring growing substitu- 
tion of its products for those formerly 
imported. 

Production of food and. beverages is 
not expected to rise much, as the Is- 
raeli population has remained stable 
in recent years and its basic food wants 
are adequately covered. 

Mining of diamonds for export con- 
tinues to grow in importance. 
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Investment Turns Toward Industry 


Although gross investment in Israel 
probably did not increase in the fourth 
quarter, the direction of investments 
made was favorable to future growth. 
Investment in building, especially in 
residential housing, and in agriculture 
declined, whereas investment in ship- 
ping and industry rose. 

The Government is expected to direct 
new industrial investment to new “de- 
velopment towns” in the Negev desert. 
Sparsely settled areas are to be favored 
for new immigrants. Blueprints for 70 
new industrial undertakings are already 
prepared, and the erection of plants will 


provide jobs needed to attract settlers ° 


to the new towns. 


Investment decisions are still largely 
under direct Government control, and 
the influx of private capital to industry 
is still heavily motivated by philan- 
thropic considerations. The increase in 
transfers of private capital is still rela- 
tively insignificant compared with un- 
requited transfers from items like 
German reparations, U.S. grants, and 
United Jewish Appeal funds. 

Direct Government lending continues 
to be the principal source of capital in 
Israel. Although heaviest in fields like 
agriculture, transport, and mining, Gov- 
ernment financing constitutes about 30 
percent of industrial financing. 

The Investment Center was especially 
active in its work of attracting foreign 
capital last year. About 200 projects 


were approved, involving commitments 
of $110 million and I£60 million. 


Export Trade Expands 

Israeli exports totaled the equivalent 
of $215 million in 1960, up from $178 
million in 1959. Imports amounted to 
$496.2 million, compared with $428.7 
million the year before. 

The whole Government policy of en- 
couraging exports was under discussion. 
Israel’s concept of added value and the 
apparent increased profitability of 
many export industries was up for 
study. The Israeli export subsidy pro- 
gram is notably difficult to study be- 
cause different firms receive support 
from so many sources and the effective 
contribution to or drain on the coun- 
try’s resources differs markedly from 
case to case. 

Most Government spokesmen empha- 
sized that much of the growth in im- 
ports last year was. healthy, as they in- 
cluded fairly heavy purchases of ships 
and aircraft which will later help to 
produce income for Israel. 

Import liberalization measures taken 
in the fourth quarter are not ex- 
pected to have any significant effect on 
the volume of Israeli trade with the 
United States. The measures merely 
abolished the formal requirement of an 
import license for a range of commod- 
ities for which licenses had been freely 
granted. Foreign exchange for liberal- 
ized imports will be made available only 
at rates which will effectively hold trade 
to about present levels. 

The deficit in the balance of current 
transactions amounted to $308 million 
at the end of the year, compared with 
$304 million in 1959, because of in- 
creased revenues from tourism and 
transportation. 

Tourism, one of Israel’s more impor- 
tant invisible exports, had a particularly 
good year. Number of visitors from 
abroad had reached 115,000 by the end 
of 1960, the first time the 100,000 mark 
has been exceeded in any single year. 

Gross income from tourism in 1960 
was expected to reach and possibly ex- 
ceed $25 million. Number of Israeli 
traveling abroad also increased. —

Financial developments in Venezuela in February were 


not all discouraging despite uncertainties in the free exchange 


market. 


The Congress enacted financial legislation of great impor- 


tance to the recovery plan, sales of exchange on the controlled 
market were held around $100 million, and international reserves 


increased substantially. 


Oil production continued to exceed 3 million barrels a day. 


Financial Laws Enacted 


The Congress passed the following 
financial legislation in February: 

® Imposed a stamp tax on foreign 
travel. . 

® Increased the cigarette tax by 
about 13 centimos a pack. 


® Gave the Executive authority to 
guarantee obligations of up to 60 mil- 
lion bolivares incurred for new con- 
struction by the State Railway Admin- 
istration. 


@® Made changes in Venezuela’s in- 
come tax law, intended to speed up tax 
collections, particularly from the oil and 
iron mining companies, and to encour- 
age industrial and agricultural invest- 
ments. 


© Completely revised and consoli- 
dated general banking legislation, de- 
signed to give closer Executive control 
over the establishment and operation 
of banks and other credit institutions. 


The Minister’s request for authority 
to issue 536, million bolivares in medium- 
term public debt bonds was not granted 
in full, and as a consequence a vital 
part of his 1,100 million bolivar public 
works program was delayed. 


International Reserves Build Up 


Almost coincidentally with rumors of 
the Minister’s resignation, the free ex- 
change rate for dollar sales began to 
fluctuate. 

The controlled exchange market pre- 
sented a happier picture. Central Bank 
sales in February amounted to $102 
million, down $4 million from those of 
January and considerably less than the 
$130 million monthly average for sales 
in 1960. Dollar purchases amounted to 
$180 million, at least $81 million higher 
than normal, because of foreign oil and 
iron company subscriptions to Treasury 
notes. This extra dollar exchange was 
largely responsible for a $78 million net 
increase in the Bank’s international 
reserves in February, to $665 million. 

Treasury income and outgo for Janu- 
ary amounted to 367 million and 366 
million bolivares, respectively, leaving 
a cash balance of 250 million bolivares. 
Income in January was bolstered by an 
80 million bolivar tax adjustment collec- 





tion from one of the iron mining com- 
panies. 


Business Depressed 

The delay in implementating the 
public works program had an adverse 
psychological effect on business. Mate-~ 
rials and machinery merchants had 
gotten their hopes up, but expectations 
fell as it became evident that no_ pro- 
jects would develop. The construction 
industry remained depressed. Cement 
production, up 22 percent over January, 
was still below last year’s average. 
Passenger car sales continued to re- 
cover, but truck sales remained bad. 
The tire business showed not much over- 
all change. Spare parts sales increased, 
as more old cars were repaired. Retail 
sales of electrical equipment and other 
domestic consumer goods continued to 
suffer. 


New Plants Open 

Slow business and slipping confidence 
were counterbalanced by a show of faith 
in the future. Many new industries 
developed in February. 

Plants opened or going into produc- 
tion were: Ray-O-Vac, for the manu- 
facture of flashlight batteries; Johnson 
& Johnson, baby soap, oil, powder, and 
Modess; Underwood, deviled ham; 
Procafe and Nescafe, powdered coffee; 
Telares de Palo Grande, a $10 million 
locally owned plant, said to be the most 
modern textile plant in Latin America; 
and Vene Vision, a television station 
with ABC-Paramount participation. 

Definite commitments announced 
were: Reynolds Metals, as 50 percent 
owners of Aluminio del Caroni, S. A., 
(ALCASA), a $25 million alumina 
reduction plant, construction to start 
in 1961; Ford Motor Co., an $8 million 
automobile and truck assembly plant, 
construction to start in 1961. 

The Ministry of Development re- 
portedly has been considering other 
assembly plant proposals from a num- 
ber of European, Japanese, and other 
American automobile manufacturers. 
After December 1962, the Ministry an- 
nounced, import of fully assembled au- 
tomobiles will not be authorized be- 
cause by that time Venezuela will be 
able to assemble within the country all 
the cars it needs.

Farm Colonies Planned 
In Brazilian State 


ECIFE.—An agricultural coloniza- 
tion plan for the State of Pernam- 
buco, Brazil, has been signed into law 
by the Governor of the State. The plan 
is expected to improve the social well- 
being of the rural community by creat- 
ing agricultural colonies, providing 
land and other incentives for family- 
type agricultural units, and regulating 
the supply of foodstuffs to assure that 
producers will receive reasonable prices. 
The plan will be organized and di- 
rected by the Resale and Colonization 
Company (CRC), whose stock is con- 
trolled by the State of Pernambuco. 
Northeast Association of Credit and 
Rural Assistance (ANCAR), an agri- 
cultural extension service backed by 
the Federal and State Governments 
will aid in establishing a pilot plan. 
ANCAR will also provide technicians 
to train the colonists in improved agri- 
cultural methods and in home economics. 
ANCAR will select the colonists from 
applications submitted by Pernambuco 
agricultural workers who have no other 
land holdings, and colonists selected will 
sign 5-year contracts for developing 
land assigned them. 

Lots will range in size from 12 to 250 
acres, depending on the productivity 
and location of the land. Colonists in 
fertile areas near metropolitan centers 
will grow general foodstuffs for the 
urban market, and those in less produc- 
tive areas will specialize in export and 
industrial crops along with products 
required for their own subsistence. In 
a 3-year probationary period, the colon- 
ists will pay annual rentals equal to 6 
percent of the assessed land valuation, 
after which payments will apply toward 
eventual ownership of the property. 

The plan calls for eventual with- 
drawal of CRC from all such activities 
upon establishment of cooperatives 
within the various colonization areas.

and Hydrocarbons announced in Febru- 
ary that Government revenues from the 
oil industry are satisfactory; produc- 
tion in 1961 may be expected to increase 
4 to 6 percent over that of 1960; and 
Venezuela is unhappy over the present 
manner in which U.S. petroleum import 
quotas are allocated through refineries.

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Latin American Draft 
Debt to U.S. Up Sharply 


Latin American importer draft in- 
debtedness to U.S. exporters increased 
sharply in March, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York has announced. 
Total outstanding at the month’s end 
amounted to $211.9 million, $12.6 mil- 
lion higher than a month earlier and 
the highest for any month since August 
1958, according to the Bank’s monthly 
survey of 12 large commercial banks. 

Drafts paid by Latin American im- 
porters in March totaled $42.2 million, 
$7.3 million more than in February. 
New drafts drawn by U.S. exporters 
on Latin American importers, net of 
cancellations, amounted to $54.9 mil- 
lion, up $17.2 million from the arhount 
of the preceding month. The excess of 
new drafts drawn by the Latin Ameri- 
cans over drafts paid accounts for the 
month’s increase of $12.6 million in 
their outstanding draft indebtedness. 

Outstanding draft indebtedness of 
Venezuelan importers rose for the 
fourth consecutive month, increasing by 
$4.1 million to the record amount of 
$49.4 million. New drafts drawn on 
Venezuelan importers totaled $12.1 mil-* 
lion, $4.3 million more than in Febru- 
ary, while $8.0 million in drafts were 
paid, a $2.8 million increase over the 
preceding month. 

Importers in Argentina, Chile, and 
Colombia also increased their draft 
indebtedness substantially. On _ the 
other hand, confirmed letters of credit 
covering sales to Colombia and Argen- 
tina declined by sizable amounts. 

Drafts paid by Brazilian importers 
rose by slightly more than the increase 
in new drafts drawn by them, and thus 
their outstanding draft indebtedness 
declined somewhat. At the same time, 
confirmed letters of credit for Brazilian 
accounts increased. 

The total of all outstanding Latin 
American letters of credit confirmed 
by reporting banks in favor of U.S. 
exporters amounted to $154.1 million at 
the end of March, a decrease of $2.3 
million for the month. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS ABROAD 


Colombian Free Rate of Exchange 
Depreciates, Foreign Trade Up 


OGOTA.—The Colombian free rate of exchange continued to de- 
preciate at a perplexing rate through March, while the certificate 
rate remained stable, as did official gold and foreign exchange reserves. 
A basic reason for the weakening of the free rate was the reduced 
dollar income to the free market from Venezuelan border trade, but 
the rapidity of the depreciation was difficult to explain. 
Both import and export registrations increased in February, to 


about equal value. 
Stabilization Measures Fail 


The Colombian free rate of exchange 
reached 7.87 pesos to the dollar at the 
end of February and in March went 
over 8 pesos, Government efforts to 
stabilize the rate included a reduction 
in import duties to be paid in dollars, 
as well as sale of dollars by the Bank 
of the Republic at 7.48 pesos to the dol- 
lar for the coffee “reintegro” and the 
part of import duties payable in dollars. 


Import, Export Registrations Up 

Import registrations in February 
represented a value of $33.5 million, up 
from $29.4 million in January. Exports 
totaled $32.9 million, an increase from 
$26.7 million. 

Exports in 1960, f.o.b., according tdé 
provisional data, about equaled those 
of 1959; imports,. c.i.f., increased by 
about $70 million. 

The Congress ratified Colombia’s 
signature to the International Sugar 
Agreement and thus made possible en- 
trance of Colombia into the U.S. sugar 
market. The Ministry of Development 
authorized exportation of surplus sugar 
and designated authorized exporters. 

After intensive advance preparation 
a U.S. trade mission sponsored by the 
Department of Commerce arrived in 
Colombia early in February. The mis- 
sion was well received during its 6-week 
stay and received a large number of 
proposals. 

A U.S. Food for Peace mission visited 
Bogota for preliminary exploration of 
means of expanding utilization. in 
Colombia of U.S. surplus agricultural 
products. 





ning to issue invitations to all State- 
owned petroleum companies of. Latin 
America to a meeting to be held in 
Caracas in the near future. 

Nothing sensational or unexpected 
came out of the second conference of 
the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Counties held in Caracas in Jan- 
uary. 

Venezuelan oil production averaged 
3,078,000 barrels a day in February, 
continuing the high rate set in the 
past 2 months. Production was up 
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132,000 barrels over that of February 
1960, when it averaged 2,946,000 bar- 
rels a day. Thirty-five rigs were in 
operation on February 22 compared 
with a weekly average of 49 rigs in 
1960. Production in March is esti- 
mated at 2,980,000 barrels a day. 
“Iron ore production in January to- 
taled 1,592,480 metric tons, compared 
with 1,673,406 tons in thexsame period 
of 1960. Production in February was 
estimated at 1,406,000 tons.—U.S. Em- 
bassy. 





The financing of the Free Trade and 
Industrial Zone in Barranquilla re- 
ceived impetus when local industrialists 
subscribed 2 million pesos for Free Zone 
bonds. Thus far improvement of the 
zone has been limited to draining and 
leveling. The next construction activity 
will be the building of a high wall 
around the zone. 


United Fruit Sells Banana Farms 


The United Fruit Co. continued liqui- 
dation of its operations in the Santa 
Marta banana zone. Only 525 hectares 
now remain of the 2,800 hectares orig- 
inally held by the company. The com- 
pany’s withdrawal from active partici- 
pation in banana production in Colom- 
bia is expected to be completed within 
about 3 months. 

UFCO has offered its plantations for 
sale to Colombians, from whom it will 
then buy, ship, and market bananas. 
The workers are demanding that UFCO 
indemnify its former employees for 
loss of commissary privileges and pen- 
sion those with more than 15 years of 
service. Discussions were underway be- 
tween representatives of the unions, the 
company, and Government officials. 

Colombian purchasers of the planta- 
tions claim they cannot afford to pay 
for the “social overhead,” commissary 
privileges, medical and other expenses, 
which UFCO paid for its workers. 
Labor leaders are searching for a way 
to continue the relatively high standard 
of living which UFCO extended its 
workers, perhaps through an associa- 
tion or producers’ cooperative or 
through a Government subsidy. About 
3,000 banana workers at Santa Marta, 
on the North coast near Cartagena con- 
ducted a 4-day strike in February. 
Over 1,000 of the workers were em- 
ployees of Cia. Frutera de Sevilla, a 
subsidiary of United Fruit.—U.S. Em- 
bassy. 





U.S. exports of domestic and foreign 
merchandise in March were valued at 
$1,909 million, according to preliminary 
estimate of the Bureau of the Census. 

This estimated total (unadjusted for 
seasonal variation) is about 14 percent 
higher than the February total of $1,672 
million.. 
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Business Holds Up Well 
In State of Sao Paulo 


SAO PAULO.—Business remained 
satisfactory in the State of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, in the first quarter of the year 
despite the new exchange system, stock 
inventorying, and the Carnival and 
Easter holidays, which generally cause 
a pronounced seasonal dip in this period. 
Sales tax revenues, although lower than 
December’s peak, were still good. 

As throughout Brazil, inflation con- 
tinued to spiral upward in the State. 

The new exchange system had not yet 
had any great effects on imports, al- 
though some heavy industries cut pro- 
duction in anticipation of a reduction 
in foreign supplies. 


New Exchange System Inaugurated 


A sizable reduction in flow of im- 
ports into Sao Paulo as a result of the 
suspension of hard currency exchange 
auctions in Brazil after January 24 
was forestalled by importers through 
purchases of maximum exchange offer- 
ings at earlier auctions. Stocks of im- 
ported parts and raw materials were 
sufficient to maintain most business 
operations in the first quarter until 
inauguration of the new exchange sys- 
tem on March 14 (Foreign Commerce 
Weekly, Mar. 27, 1961, p. 13). 

The Commercial Association of Sao 
Paulo, a spokesman reported, in gen- 
eral approved the exchange reform 
measure. Of principal concern to a 
considerable number of importing 
firms is the provision which lowers 
maximum permissible exchange pur- 
chases by an individual or juridical 
person from $50,000 to $20,000 a week. 
Some companies, including manufac- 
turers of automotive vehicles and road- 
building equipment, have found it nec- 
essary to curtail production by about 
20 percent until such time as they can 
reestablish an adequate flow of parts 
and raw materials from abroad. Al- 
though exceptions to the $20,000 ceiling 
may be granted when they are con- 
sidered justified, the limitation is ex- 
pected to reduce overall imports. 

Another criticism of the new system 
stems from the requirement that im- 
porters deposit with the Bank of Brazil 
an amount equivalent to exchange ‘pur- 
chased on the free market. In return, 
the importer receives certificates bear- 
ing interest at 6 percent, which pres- 
ently are discounted at about 88 per- 
cent of their face value, with the result 
that the cost of foreign exchange to 
the importer is increased by 12 percent. 

During the 6 weeks in which hard 
currencies ‘were not available, sales of 
bilateral currencies increased consider- 
ably and were particularly heavy for 
imports from Denmark, Czechoslovakia,

growth of industrial production in 1961 could reach 6 to 7 percent 
and that of gross product for the entire Community, 4 to 5 percent, 


the Commission says. 

These predictions are based on sev- 
eral factors. Internal demand is ex- 
pected to increase significantly because 
of salary inereases already granted or 
to be made, and except in Belgium 
public expenditures will certainly con- 
tinue to rise. Fixed business invest- 
ments also will probably increase, par- 
ticularly in the member countries that 
did not modify their exchange rates 
because of better prospects for exports 
to Germany and the Netherlands. 

Physical limitations to expansion, 
especially the manpower shortage, will 
continue to have a braking effect in 
such countries as Germany and the 
Netherlands and generally in some 
branches of activity. 

The increase in imports this year, 
as in 1960, probably will considerably 
exceed that. of exports. The surplus in 


the current balance of payments will © 


probably be diminished slightly. A 
reduction in the surplus on capital ac- 
count also may be expécted as a result 
of policies carried out in member States 
to reduce interest rates, payments which 
the Federal Republic of Germany con- 
templates making to the United States, 
and the increase in German assistance 
to developing countries. 

Under such conditions 1961 promises 
to be more favorable for the establish- 
ment of a _ satisfactory equilibrium 
within the Community, both internal 
and external. 


Output Up 12 Percent Last Year 
Last year activity in the Community 
continued to expand, according to the 
Commission’s first quarterly economic 
report. Industrial production exceeded 
that of 1959 by 12 percent, and gross

The State had a slight budgetary 
surplus last year as a result of excess 
revenyes and a small reduction in ex- 
penditures. Salaries of State employ- 
ees, which were increased by about 30

Contributing to the slowdown were a 
decline in expansion of exports, an in- 
crease in imports, and for two countries, 
the Netherlands and the Federal Re- 
public of Germany, the already high 
utilization of factors of production. 


Trade Surplus Declines ~ 


Community exports in 1960 exceeded 
by value those of 1959 by 13 percent 
but generally stopped increasing in the 
course of the year. Sales to the United 
States declined by 5 percent from those 
of the preceding year. Imports jncreased 
by 20 percent in value. 

Thus the surplus in the trade balance, 
which in 1959 amounted to the excep- 
tionally high total of $1,044 million, 
was brought down to $150 million in 
1960. Nevertheless, the surplus in the 
Community’s balance of payments in- 
creased again as a result of a heavy net 
inflow of capital, especially short-term 
capital. Official gold and foreign ex- 
change reserves of member countries in- 
creased by about $3 billion. 

Internal demand continued to develop 
vigorously. Business investments in- 
creased notably; growth rates in all 
member countries exceeded those in 
1959, even in France where the rise in 
fnvestments did not begin until quite 
late, and in Belgium where it slowed 
down in the second half year. 

Private consumption expanded at a 
considerably higher rate than in 1959, 
even though the annual growth rate 
remained below the growth rate of 
the Community’s gross product. The 
marked growth in consumption, par- 
ticularly noticeable in the second half 
year, stemmed mainly from important 
increases in salaries and wages. 

Exeept for certain price increases in 
the services sector, which were author- 
ized by the public authorities, price 
levels rose only slightly in member 
countries. In the Federal Republic of 
Germany prices of nonagricultural 
products rose slightly but were com- 
pensated for by price reductions in 
some foodstuffs at the end of the year. 
In France, as well, some industrial 
prices tended to rise——-U.S. Mission to 
European Communities. 
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Norway Liberalizes More 
Import Items 


OSLO.—Liberalization on May 1 
and July 1, 1961, and January 1, 
1962, of additional commodities for 
import has been announced by the 
Norwegian Government. 


As of May 1, about 165 tariff 
items, more than half the products 
now subject to import control, are 
free listed. Only a few are presently 
scheduled to be liberalized for the 
two later periods. 


Of the items to be liberalized, 
among those of possible interest to 
U.S. exporters are some vegetable 
oils, paints, varnishes, special types 
of soap, polishing agents, and plas- 
tic and paper products. Still subject 
to import license, however, are tele- 
vision sets, refrigerators, and cer- 
tain fresh and canned fruits.—U.S. 
Embassy. 


Thailand Raises Import Duty 
On Galvanized Steel Sheets 


BANGKOK.—The Thai Government 
has increased the import duty for gal- 
vanized steel sheets from 0.35 baht to 
0.75 baht a kilogram (US$1 = about 21 
baht), in an effort to protect the coun- 
try’s developing galvanized steel sheet 
industry. 

As of April 4, 196¥, the item, No. 
73.13 in Thailand’s import tariff sched- 
ule, with duty rates shown in baht per 
kilogram, reads as follows: 

Sheets and plates, iron or steel, hot- 
rolled or cold-rolled: (a) tinned, 0.35; 
(b) galvanized, 0.75; (c) iron and steel 
sheets, nontempered, of thickness gage No. 
35, 0.10; (d) iron and steel sheets, non- 
tempered, of thickness gages No. 30, No. 
24, No. 18, and No. 16, for the manufac- 
ture of drums, tinplate, vessels, and uten- 
sils, 0.20; (e) other, 0.30. 


Earlier changes in Thailand’s tariff 
schedule were reported in Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, March 6, 1961, page 22. 

The inerease in duty would benefit 
mainly local producers of galvanized 
steel sheets who have been having finan- 
cial difficulties because of quality and 
price competition from abroad.—uvU.S.

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EEC, Greek Government Initial 
Draft Agreement of Association 


REPRESEN TATIVES of the Commission of the European Economic 

Community and of the Greek’Government initialed a draft Agree- 
ment of Association on March 30, 1961. The Agreement now must 
be submitted to the Greek Government for parliamentary ratifica- 
tion and, on the Community side, to the European Parliament for 
its opinion, to the Council of Ministers for its final decision, and then 
to the six Parliaments of the Member States for ratification. 

The Agreement provides for the association of Greece with the 
Community in the form of a customs union, but with the intention 
of enabling Greece to become, at a later date when its economic 
progress allows, a full member of the Community. A number of 
annexed protocols take account of the ‘special aspects of the Greek 
economy and provision is made for financial assistance for speeding 
Greek economic development. Greece has the right to make any tariff 
adjustments that may be appropriate for the effective utilization of 


US. aid. . 


EEC Internal Tariff Applicable 


Tariff reductions made between the 
Six before the entry into force of the 
Association Agreement will be extended 
to Greece. Over a period of 12 years 
Greece will gradually reduce tariffs to 
the Community for a large number of 
products, but for nearly a third of its 
imports from the Community—which 
include most industrial and handicraft 
products produced in Greece—the tran- 
sition period will last 22 years. 


Greece will adopt the Community’s 
Common External Tariff. Moves to- 
ward this tariff by Greece vis-a-vis non- 
member countries will go hand in hand 
with the tariff reductions which Greece 
will carry out in favor of the Commu- 
nity. For five products of special in- 
terest to Greece—tobacco, currants, 
olives, rosin and turpentine—the duty 
rates stipulated in the CXT of October 
1, 1960, may not be altered by more 
than 20 percent during the initial 12- 
year period without Greece’s concur- 
rence. During the transition period 
tariff quotas beyond certain limits of 
these five preducts by EEC countries to 
outside imports will be subject to prior 
approval by Greece. 


Quotas To Be Eliminated 


Quantitative restrictions on both 
sides will be progressively eliminated. 
By the end of 1961, the Community will 
abolish all quantitative restrictions on 
Greek manufactured products, while for 
agricultural products there will be a 
liberalization schedule similar to the 
one applied by the member countries to 
intra-EEC agricultural trade. On the 
Greek side, all quantitative restrictions 
on EEC imports must be eliminated by 
the end of the major 22-year transition 
period. 





Farm Policies To Be Harmonized 


Special arrangements for agricultural 
products, which make up the bulk of 
Greek exports, were provided. In prin- 
ciple, Greek agricultural policy is to be 
harmonized with that of the Commu- 
nity. To permit increased exports of 
agricultural products to the Six, and, 
thereby to balance the probable rise of 
Greek imports from the Community, 
specific advantages were provided for 
Greece’s two main agricultral products 
—tobaceo and currants. The initial 
EEC duty reductions on these two com- 
modities will be 50 percent of the basic 
duty rate in each of the Six countries 
with complete duty elimination by the 
end of 1967. With a few excéptions, 
most other Greek agricultural products 
will be accorded the advantages which 
the Six have granted to one another. 

The draft Agreement of Association 
is not limited to the mere establishment 
of a customs union. On the model of 
the Treaty of Rome, and taking into 
consideration both the needs and re- 
sources of Greece, articles have been 
drawn up on the free movement of per- 
sons, services, capital, transport, rules 
of competition, and eeonomic policy. ' In 
most of these provisions express refer- 
ence has been made to the principles 
or rules laid down in the Treaty of 
Rome, leaving it to a new “Council of 
Association” to determine the terms and 
conditions of their implementation. 

To further economic development in 
Greece, a special protocol to the draft 
amendment lays down that Greece may 
obtain from the European Investment 
Bank, an organ of the EEC, loans 
amounting to $125 million to be used 
within 5 years from the entry into force 
of the Agreement.

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Indian Steel Import Policy Set 


The Indian import policy for steel 
products for the half-year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1961, permits established 
importers to import four types of prod- 
ucts under quota, and permits actual 
users to import 14 kinds in quantities 
recommended by the appropriate Gov- 
ernment agencies. In addition, estab- 
lished importers may import the prod- 
ucts listed for actual users on a rupee 
payment basis from countries with 
which India has rupee payment ar- 
rangements. 

Three kinds of steel may be imported 
by established importers under a quota 
of 7% percent of their base-period im- 
ports: Industrial scrap, wire of all 
types except hard bright wire up to 
14 gage, and box strappings. Tool and 
alloy steel including stainless steel 
thicker than 18-gage may be imported 
under a quota of 10 percent. An esta- 
blished importer’s quota is an alloca- 
tion set by the Government’s Iron and 
Steel Controller on the basis of the 
importer’s best year’s imports during 
a 3-year period ended March 31, 1957. 

Steel products which may be im- 
ported by actual users are: Tin plate 
(prime and secondaries); terne plate; 
wire of all types except hard bright 
wire up to 14-gage; box strappings; 
steel strips; tapes and skelp; tool and 
alloy steel including stainless steel 
sheets for users other than the utensil 
industry; industrial scrap; unmachined 
forgings; wheels, tires, and axles; cold 
rolled and deep drawing quality sheets; 





Lebanon Now Restricts 
Refined Sugar Imports 


BEIRUT.—Lebanon has placed re- 
fined sugar—customs tariff item 17-01 
(c)—on the list of products requiring 
a prior import license, and has sub- 
jected it to an annual import quota 
based on average imports for the last 
5 years. 

To counterbalance this restriction, 
the price of locally refined sugar, fixed 
by the Ministry of National Economy, 
has been reduced from 62 piasters (19.4 
cents) a kilogram to 60 piasters (18.7 
cents). 

Lebanese imports of refined sugar 
averaged 5,361 metric tons in the 4 
years 1956-1959 (1960 data are not yet 
available). The major supplier is the 
United Kingdom, with over 50 percent 
of the total. Imports from the United 
States are small, reaching a high of 86 
metric tons in 1959. 

The new action, taken under Minis- 
terial Decree No. 99/A/68 of March 9, 
became effective March 15.—U.S. Em- 
bassy.

British Honduras Grants 
Concessions to 3 Firms 


British Honduras has granted three 
more firms the benefits provided under 
the Development Incentives Ordinance. 
Firms declared to be development enter- 
prises are entitled to a 10-year income 
tax holiday and are permitted duty and 
tax free imports of the necessary ma- 
chinery, equipment, and construction 
materials. 

The three firms and the nature of 
their enterprises are: Pine Harvesters, 
Ltd., which will harvest pine roots, pine 
stumps and tops of felled pine trees and 
other wood materials; Hercules British 
Honduras, Ltd., which will establish 
and operate a plant to manufacture 
resin and turpentine, and Francis Y. 
Norris, who will establish an operation 
consisting of hog raising, 500 acres of 
pasture land for cattle, 100 acres of 
cocoa, 100 acres of citrus, and 100 acres 
of coconuts. 

The firms will be permitted to import 
a variety of goods free of duty and 
entry tax, including necessary building 
and roofing materials, cranes, tractors, 
graders, scrapers, battery chargers, 
piping, tubing and fittings, and office 
equipment. 

The orders were published in the Of- 
ficial Gazette of March 25, 1961. 





Jamaica Approves Two New 
Industries, One Product 


The Jamaica Government has granted 
approved status under the Industrial 
Incentives Law to two new industries 
and one product. 

Firms receiving approved status are: 
Crown Cork (Jamaica), Ltd., which 
will manufacture bottle tops for the 
carbonated beverage industry; and 
Paper Converters (West Indies), Ltd., 
which will manufacture wax paper. 

The approved products order covers 
woven nonelectric fabric bindings and 
tapes—including flat tapes and beaded 
tapes—made from yarns of all types. 

These actions were published in the 
Official Gazette of March 31, 1961. 





Germany Allows Unlimited 
Chicken Imports From U.S. 


BONN.—U.S. and Canadian poultry- 
men may henceforth export frozen 
chickens to Germany in any quantity, 
although import licenses are still re- 
quired. Under a recent decision of the 
German Government, value limitations 
on chicken imports have been removed. 

A new import tender published April 
18 set forth the requirements to be met 
under the new conditions. Applications 
for import licenses are to be submitted 
to the Foreign Trade Agency for Agri- 
cultural and Food Products, Frankfurt 
am Main. The code word is Fats and 
Eggs, tender No. 733819. License ap- 
plications will be accepted until June 
29, 1962. 

Imports are limited to chickens which 
have been stored at processing plants 
at a temperature of at least 18 degrees 
below zero Centigrade. If edible offals 
such as heart, liver, or stomach are in- 
cluded in the shipment, they must be 
thoroughly cleaned, frozen, and wrap- 
ped in wax paper and put into the bird. 
All veterinary and food — 
must be complied with. 

Besides being frozen, the fowl must 
be plucked clean. Intestines, head, and 
feet must be removed and the crop 
emptied. Antibiotics may not be ad- 
ministered either before slaughter or 
afterwards to influence the quality of 
the meat. Also forbidden is the use of 
substances with estrogenic or tyrostatic 
effect, grafted or injected into the 
birds to influence the condition of the 
meat or formation of meat or fat. 

Chicken shipments from the United 
States must be accompanied by a grad- 
ing certificate, Form DA 224 or PY 
224, issued by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Grading Division at the 
inland inspection point.

Certificate-of-Origin Form 
Price Raised by Guatemala 


GUATEMALA CITY. — Guatemala 
has raised the price of official certificate 
of origin forms to $4 for a set of three 
copies, effective April 27. The forms, 
required for virtually all shipments to 
Guatemala, previously cost $0.50 for 
a set of three.

sheep and cattle dressing, etc.; casein, gela- 
tin, glue, ete.; chemical materials and prod- 
ucts; vehicular tires and tubes; asphalted 
fabric; sporting guns; agricultural ma- 
chinery and implements; tractors; office ma- 
chinery; metalworking machinery; mining 
construction and other industrial machin- 
ery; optical instruments and appliances; 
photographic and cinematographic appara- 
tus and appliances; surgical, medical, and 
dental instruments and appliances; photo- 
graphic and cinematographic supplies; and 
exposed cinematographic films.

Iran Establishes New Import Quota, 


Bans More Items, Revises Profit Tax 


HRAN.—Iranian import regulations for the year 18340—March 21, 
1961-March. 20, 1962—establish an import quota valued at 30 bil- 
lion rials, or approximately $390 million. 

The new regulations also add many new items to the prohibited list 
and make a number of changes in the commercial profits taxes to 
which imports are subject. None of the changes, however, appear to 
be of serious consequence to U.S. exporters. 


The new regulations list some 250 
prohibited items, of which 80 represent 
additions to the list published in U.S. 
Department of Commerce publication, 
Licensing and Exchange Controls— 
Iran, World Trade Information Service 
report, part 2, No. 60-36, October 1960. 
No drastic change is involved, however, 
as many items were already subject to 
a prohibitive commercial profits tax. 
For example, canned fruit juices, now 
banned, were taxed at 70 rials (US 
$0.91) per kilogram with container. 

Newly’ prohibited items are as fol- 
lows: 


Natural honey; olives and capers; toma- 
toes; walnuts; canned meat, liver pates, 
fish, fruit and vegetable juices; crustaceans 
and mollusks; chocolates; macaroni and 
spaghetti; nonmedical biscuits and sweet- 
ened bread; preserves, jams, jellies, and 
marmalades including preserved mushrooms, 
truffles, and tomatoes; fruit pulp and paste; 
mineral white alum; ordinary candles; fuses 
and wicks coated with sulfur and tallow; 

Various leather products including soles, 
heels, shoe parts for uppers, saddlery and 
harness accessories, briefcases, suitcases, 
belts, parchment skins, imitation leather 
and fur skin clothing; rubber soles, heels, 
carpets; various fabricated wood products 
including walking sticks, planed wood, par- 
quet flooring, beading, moldings, casks, tubs, 
buckets, doors; windows, fences, ladders, 
wheels, spoons, forks, boxes, cases, inlaid 
or carved decorative articles, coat hangers, 
trunks, suitcases and false ornaments; 
paper products including photo albums and 
frames, writing pads, exercise books, note- 
books, desk pads, letter files, and folders; 

Textiles including bath towels, bed sheets, 
pillow cases, table cloths, napkins, beach 
awnings, bags and blankets; silk and cotton 
knitted fabrics; silk shoe and boot laces, 
gloves, socks, men’s underwear and handker- 
chiefs; all sewn and prepared fabric articles 
not mentioned elsewhere except industrial 
and technical articles; cotton fabrics weigh- 
ing more than 90 grams per square meter 
except mercerized, glazed, clouded, and 
goffered fabrics, fabrics of felt base for 
industrial use, and fabrics traded by fron- 
tier people, up to 2,000 rials per person; 

Made-up feather articles; ceramic prod- 
ucts including bricks, pipes, nonglazed pot- 
tery, trouchs, tubs, jugs, stoves and parts; 
metal products including copper containers, 
ornamental objects, and cigarette cases; 
babies perambulators; ear shell and articles 
of ear shell, articles of yellow amber and 
meerschaum; tricycles; and noneducational 
toys. 


The only items removed from the 
prohibited list were bladder and tripe 
and certain tobacco items. However, 
raw tobacco, narghile tombac, cigar 
tobacco, and tobacco residue have now 
been made subject to a commercial 
profits tax of 35 rials per kilogram, 





while a tax of 500 rials per kilogram 
with container was placed on manufac- 
tured tobacco. Chewing tobacco, snuff, 
tobacco extracts, and tombac dust are 
still banned. 

Relatively few changes were made 
in the commercial profits taxes on im- 
ports. In general, the high taxes estab- 
lished in September 1960 (Foreign 
Commerce Weekly, Oct. 17, 1960, p. 11) 
remained unchanged; rates were re- 
duced on a few comparatively unimpor- 
tant items and raised on several others. 

Items affected, their new tax rates 
in rials per kilogram or percent ad 
valorem, with former rates in paren- 
theses, are as follows (76.50 rials 
US$1): 


Face-body creams and shampoos, 200 per- 
cent (500); linoleum, 20 rials (60); parts 
of heaters, 10 rials (35-40-60); metal boxes, 
75 percent (200); wood veneering sheets, 
75 percent (7); clay joints and other con- 
structional articles, 10 rials (5); decorated 
crockery household and toilet articles, 70 
percent (50); carboys, bottles, and flasks 
of unworked glass, 5 rials (2); metal coat 
hangers and curtain rods, 5 rials (25); 
electric sockets and plugs, ceiling branchers, 
bell fixtures and bulb fixtures, 60 rials (20). 

Among items subject to commercial profits 
tax for the first time are the following, in 
rials per kilogram or pve mee ad valorem: 
Dried limes, 10 rials; fabricated ornaments 
of ebonite, 100 percent; prepared hair dye, 
20 rials; cotton or artificial yarn fabrics 
with velvet flower designs, except jacquard, 
250 rials; special checked fabrics for wrap- 
ping bedding, bed covers, 30 rials; elastic 

abrics, 3 centimeters wide and less, 40 
rials; incandescent mantles of textile mate- 
rials, 100 rials; handkerchiefs of other tex- 
tile material, 250 rials; crockery and china- 
ware, 70, percent; false glass jewelry, 100 
percent;’ all kinds of nails and other wire- 
fare ng articles of iron, 5 rials; metal chairs, 
tables, and armchairs, 200 percent; non- 
submersible electric pumps with less than 
3 hp.: motors, 10 percent; nonautomatic 
transformers less than two kilowatts, 5 per- 
cent; electric insulating tubes, connections, 
connecting and branching boxes for in- 
sulating tubes, 10 rials. 


The new regulations were announced 
on March 26, effective immediately.— 
U.S. Embassy.

New Yugoslav Customs 
Tariff Now in Effect 


BELGRADE.—A new Yugoslav cus- 
toms tariff and regulations became ef- 
fective March 15. 

The regulations abolish use of coef- 
ficients in caleulating import prices. 
The base on which rates are applied is 
the invoice value of the goods, plus 
transportation, insurance, and forward- 
ing costs to the Yugoslav frontier. 
There are two exceptions to the use of 
this duty base: For passenger auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles, the value is 
to be fixed by regulations issued by the 
State Secretariat for Finances; for 
goods imported by private citizens, a 
list of values is to be fixed by the Fed- 
eral State Secretariat of Commerce. 

The conversion from c.i.f. value in 
foreign currency into dinars for tariff 
purposes is at the settlement rate the 
day the goods cross the customs frontier. 

Exempt from duties are some 16 
categories of goods, including advertis- 
ing matter and samples received from 
abroad free of charge, and effects, 
to a value of 150,000 dinars a year, 
brought in by “economic” emigrants, 
visiting relatives in Yugoslavia. 

In addition, armaments and military 
equipment, as well as machinery and 
parts for the production thereof, im- 
ported for use by Yugoslavia’s armed 
forces, are exempt from import duties. 

General and preferential rates of 
duty are established. The latter apply 
to goods from countries which have 
treaty relations with Yugoslavia pro- 
viding for most-favored-nation treat- 
ment, or which apply such treatment to 
imports of Yugoslav goods. 

The new tariff follows the Brussels 
nomenclature. 

The new tariff law abolishes the 


special tariff, issued May 13, 1959, es- 
tablishing customs duties for goods im- 
ported by private citizens, as well as 
the provisional customs tariff for 127 
different categories of industrial equip- 
ment, effective July 1, 1960. 

All goods formerly dutiable under 
these two tariff schedules are now duti- 
able under the new schedule.—U.S. 
Embassy. 





lraq Restricts Individual 
Imports of Automobiles 


BAGHDAD.—Import of passenger 
cars into Iraq by private individuals 
has been banned, except by foreign em- 
bassy personnel who bring their own 
cars with them; foreign experts and 
employees, provided that they may sell 
their automobiles only upon their final 
departure from Iraq; and Iraqis who 
have resided abroad for a period ex- 
ceeding 1 year. 

Such Iraqi nationals however, are 
permitted to import only 1 car within a 
period of 5 years. Payment must be 
made without official foreign exchange. 
The bill of sale must be certified by the 
chamber of commerce of the country of 
origin as well as by the Iraqi diplomatic 
mission in that country. 

The prohibition became

lraq Enacts Foreign 
Exchange Control Law 


BAGHDAD.—Iraq has enacted a new 
foreign exchange control law. 

The new law recodifies the law of 
1950 and its amendments. In addition, 
the more important changes are: 


@ Language has been added to make 
clear that the law does not simply pro- 
vide for control over foreign exchange 
traffic but also provides for the adminis- 
tration of the receipts and expenditures 
of foreign exchange. 


@ Gold and foreign exchange are now 
permitted complete free entry without 
restrictions or prior licensing or ap- 
proval, in an effort to encourage such 
transfers. 


@ Gold held in Iraq by the private 
sector is to be considered as foreign 
exchange. The Central Bank is author- 
ized to take measures to discourage pri- 
vate holdings. 


@ The Central Bank is authorized to 
make efforts to obtain information con- 
cerning private holdings of foreign as- 
sets. Such private foreign assets, in- 
cluding both movable and immovable 
property, are to be considered as 
foreign exchange. 


@ The Central Bank is given clear 
authority to allocate different kinds of 
foreign exchange for foreign payments 
as it sees fit based on the country’s 
holdings of various foreign assets.— 
U.S. Embassy.

authorizes. the State to subscribe to 
2.5 billion cruzeiros in shares of the 
Sao Paulo steel mill, COSIPA, which 
is increasing its capital investment by 
12 billion cruzeiros. The law also 
makes available 1.75 billion cruzeiros 
for additional shares in State-con- 
trolled CELUSA, incorporated in Jan- 
uary for development of hydroelectric 
power at Urubupanga. 


Crop Production Improved 


The Sao Paulo coffee crop in the crop 
year beginning July 1, 1961, is expected 
to be in excess of 14 million bags, com- 
pared with 84 million bags from the 
present crop. The current cotton crop 
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is estimated at 190,000 metric tons of 
lint, compared with 181,600 tons in the 
preceding crop year. More than half 
of the new crop should be exportable. 

As the result of a 70-percent in- 
crease in peanut acreage a record wet- 
season harvest of 12 million bags of 
peanuts is expected compared with 8.4 
million last year. Corn acreage was 
cut by about 10 percent and heavy rains 
further reduced production to 24 mil- 
lion sacks, compared with 29 million 
last year. The orange crop is expected 
to increase slightly to 21 million boxes 
and exports to amount to 4 million 
boxes. A German firm is reported con- 
sidering installation of a plant for 
production of concentrated juice for 
export. 

No progress has been made in im- 
plementing the Sao Paulo agrarian re- 


form law (Foreign Commerce Weekly,

Both the Greek and EEC delegations 
hope that it will be possible to complete 
ratification procedures within the next 
few months and that the Association 
Agreement will enter into force at an 
early date.

Foreign Commerce Weekly 
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New Zealand Tightens 
Import Licensing 


WELLINGTON.—The New Zealand 
Minister of Customs on April 13 sus- 
pended the “R” (Replacement) import 
licensing category for the remainder of 
1961. For “R” items, importers here- 
tofore were granted licenses to cover 
their normal requirements but were 
not permitted to build up inventories. 

Former “R” items for the balance of 
the year are divided into two cate- 
gories: Schedule I, items for which no 
further licenses will be issued in this 
calendar year; and Schedule II, items 
for which any additional licenses will 
be granted only when an urgent need 
is proved. For items outside the “R” 
category, officials administering import 
licensing have been instructed to ex- 
ercise considerable restraint in the is- 
sue of licenses. 

The existing provision which estab- 
lished procedure permitting new im- 
porters of “R” items to obtain their 
share of import licenses was also with- 
drawn. After April 12, applications 
for licenses by new importers are de- 
clined. ° 

Schedule I, items for which no further 
licenses will be issued, covers the fol- 
lowing goods: 

Canned fish; canned epee srs nuts, all 
kinds, and rice, dressed or undressed, not in 
retail packages; spirits and spirituous mix- 
tures; most musical instruments; photo- 
graphic goods except cameras; emery paper, 
emery cloth; certain plastic materials; ball 
bearings; combines, reapers, binders; trac- 
tors and traction engines; sewing machines; 
machinery, machines, machine tools, ap- 
pliances, for woodworking and metalwork- 
ing; weighing machines and scales; various 
artificers’ and other handtools; safety razor 
blades; wire netting; C.K.D. commercial 
vehicles 10,000 pounds or over gross ve- 
hicular weight; and asbestos fiber. 

Schedule II will henceforth be con- 
sidered as part of the “C” (control) 
category of import licenses. Such ap- 
plications for licenses are to be con- 
sidered on an individual merit basis. 
Items of interest to U.S. exporters in- 
clude: 


Dried fruits except apple; chloroform, 
ether, and other anaesthetics; various anti- 
septics; penicillin; certain medicinal prepa- 
rations and drugs; surgical appliances and 
surgeons’, physicians’, and dentists’ mate- 
rials; scientific instruments; 

Textile piecegoods of cotton, linen, silk, 
manmade fibers, etc.; belts and belting for 
machinery; printed books, paper, music; 
chain ‘and chain belting; adding machines, 
cash registers, typewriters; X-ray and elec- 
tric vacuum tubes; printing machinery; 
turpentine; sausage casings; rosin; and 
plastic molding powder. 


The Minister of Customs in his April 
13 press statement said the Government 
had decided to take steps to conserve 
New Zealand’s dwindling foreign ex- 
change reserves. A year ago, he stated, 
oversea funds which are used to pay 
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for imports stood at £NZ98 million 
($275 million), today they are at £NZ51 
million ($143 million). In the last 12 
months, New Zealand spent £NZ47 mil- 
lion ($132 million) more than its ex- 
ports earned. Prices received for New 
Zealand’s exports are not as good as 
last year and under the liberal 1961 
licensing schedule, the value of imports 
has increased. ° 

The Government. took the action to 
intensify import controls with reluc- 
tance and only for compelling economic 
reasons, the announcement stressed.

Guatemala Wood Exporters 
To Ship Only on C. A. Line 


GUATEMALA CITY.—All exports 
of Guatemalan wood through the ports 
of Matias de Galvez and Puerto Bar- 
rios destined for Atlantic ports of the 
United States must be transported 
aboard ships of the Guatemalan line, 
Flota Mercante Gran Centroamericana, 
according to an Executive order effec- 
tive March 21, 1961. 

The reason given in the order was 
that the Government had invested a 
large sum of money in creation of the 
shipping line for complementing eco- 
nomic and industrial development in the 
Central American Isthmus.—U.S. Em- 
bassy. 





The Dominican Republic has modi- 
fied law 5441 of December 2, 1960, 
which required holders of mineral ex- 
ploration rights to begin exploitative 
work within a year of their granting 
or face forfeiture of those rights. 

The new Law 5491 of February 22, 
1961, permits the Executive Power to 
extend the time period under conditions 
it deems pertinent upon the prior 
recommendation of the Secretary of 
State for Agriculture and Commerce.—

Jamaica Offers Incentives 
For Factory Construction 


New legislation designed to provide 
tax concessions to companies which 
construct factory buildings for certain 
recognized industries and enterprises, 
has been passed by the Jamaican Gov- 
ernment. 

“The Industrial Incentives (Factory 
Construction) Law, 1961, grants an 
approved builder income tax exemp- 
tion on income derived from the leas- 
ing of a factory for a period of 15 years 
from completion of its construction. 
Certain tax concessions are also given 
to shareholders receiving dividends on 
shares held in the building company 
and to debenture holders with regard 
to interest paid on the debentures. 

Under the new law, an approved 
builder is also entitled to import into 
Jamaica free of customs duties and ton- 
nage tax, building materials, tools, plant, 
machinery, pipes, pumps, locomotives, 
conveyor belts, or other appliances and 
materials for construction of the fac- 
tory. Exceptions may be made where 
corresponding articles of local manu- 
facture are available for purchase in 
the island. 

To qualify as an approved builder, 
a company must hold a license to con- 
struct a factory under this law. The 
Government may grant the license, if 
it is satisfied that the company is able 
to finance construction of the factory 
and has entered into an agreement with 
the recognized enterprise concerned to 
lease the factory for a period of at 
least 5 years. 

A factory built under this legisla- 
tion may not be used for any purposes 
other than that of a recognized enter- 
prise, unless prior approval has been ob- 
tained from the Government. A recog- 
nized enterprise as defined in the law, 
means a pioneer-manufacturer under the 
Pioneer Industries (Encouragement) 
Law, a recognized manufacturer under 
the Textile Industry (Encouragement) 
Law, an approved enterprise under the 
Industrial Incentives Law, 1956, or an 
approved export manufacturer under 
the Export Industry Encouragement 
Law, 1956. 

The law, No. 9 of 1961, was published 
in the Official Gazette on March 14, 
1961. Copies of the text are available 
on loan from the American Republics 
Division, Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
Washington 25, D.C.

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Tehran To Increase Power 
Output With Gas Turbines 


The Tehran Electric Power Co., 
through Iranian newspaper advertise- 
ments, is requesting foreign manufac- 
turers of gas turbines to submit com- 
pany qualifications and references, and 
specifications of their products.

As a result of 
the committee’s study, the Tehran 
Power Co. decided that future power 
installation would be based on gas tur- 
bine power units, rather than thermal 
units as in the past. 

NIOC presently is negotiating with 
foreign companies for installation of a 
gas distribution system, and financial 
participation with repayment through 
a tolls system may be considered. In- 
terested United States firms are invited 
to contact the Tehran Electri¢ Power 
Co., Tehran directly for further in- 
formation.

Increased Trade With Malaya Awaits 
Aggressive Approach by U.S. Firms 


T= economic climate for the conduct of private business is unusually 
favorable in the Federation of Malaya, the labor supply is good and 
receptive to modern techniques, and a communal amity exists among 
the diverse population of Malayans, Chinese, Indians, and Europeans, 
the U.S. Trade Mission to the Federation reports. 

The Government’s industrialization program is moving ahead and 
prospects for increased trade between the United States and the 
Federation are excellent. U.S. products appear too infrequently, how- 
ever, and business proposals by U.S. firms do not come to Malaya 


in adequate quantity. 

Sponsored by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce’ and composed of a Depart- 
ment official and four businessmen, the 
mission began its work at Kuala Lum- 
pur, the Federation’s capital, and later 
traveled to Penang, Ipoh, and Malacca. 
The mission also visited Port Swetten- 
ham. More than a hundred business 
proposals were brought by the mission 
from U.S. companies for consideration 
by Malayan traders. Approximately 
250 businessmen participated in general 
meetings conducted by the mission, over 
100 private consultations were held, and 
visits were made to 16 plants and trade 
establishments. Conferences also were 
held with chambers of commerce. 


Three principal factors were apparent. 
First, the basic and innate friendliness 
of the people of Malaya, second, the 
similarity of Malayan and American ap- 
proaches toward economic activity and 
development, and third, the Malayan 
policy of encouraging free enterprise 
and private initiative. 

The economic climate for the con- 
duct of private business in Malaya is un- 
usually favorable for several reasons. 
Most important is the existence of a 
strong, stable, and enlightened Govern- 
ment whose members operate under the 
conviction that the best way to improve 
living standards is to foster free private 
enterprise. The Government’s§ long 
range economic programs are designed 
to help the people help themselves. 
There is a minimum of restrictive legis- 
lation, an equitable system of taxation, 
the necessary social controls to prevent 
abuses, and a beneficial program of pub- 
lic works which includes extension and 
improvement of nication, new 
roadbuilding into isolated sections, and 
harbor improvements. 

These factors have produced and con- 
tinue to strengthen a remarkably favor- 
able climate for private business de- 
velopment which by its nature also 
strengthens the entire economy and the 
Government. Malaya’s per capita in- 
come already is the highest in Southeast 
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Asia. The population is expanding 
rapidly, but large areas of undeveloped 
land exist. The labor supply is large, 
intelligent, and receptive to modern 
techniques. Malayanization of the Civil 
Service proceeds gradually and success- 
fully. In short, there is every hope for 
continued growth and increasing in- 
fluence of this virile, dynamic nation. 

U.S. exporters might well consider 
extending credit facilities to established 
and highly rated accounts as the market 
basically is sound and ethical. Com- 
petition from England, Japan, Ger- 
many, and other countries is well estab- 
lished and usually operates on cash and 
L/C terms. U.S. products are uni- 
versally liked, but it is generally be- 
lieved that they are too high in price to 
compete. Extension of moderate credit 
terms might prove to be an important 
factor in opening the door for con- 
sideration of the other merits of U.S. 
products. The two established Ameri- 
can banks are in a position to provide 
information on the credit worthiness of 
local business firms: 

Without exception all importers con- 
sider S/D and D/A terms as meaning 
payment after arrival of merchandise. 
Date drafts are not advisable unless 
they include the extra 50 days required 
for arrival from U.S. ports. Most 
merchants are willing to pay local 
charges and even interest on time 
drafts, but not the charges of the Amer- 
ican correspondent banks. To avoid mis- 
understanding or petty problems, a 
clear-cut understanding and statement 
of terms, conditions, charges, and ex- 
penses would be well advised at the out- 
set of any new negotiation. Quotations 
on a c.i.f. basis should be made when- 
ever possible. 


ONSUMER goods of U.S. origin are 
seen in many stores, but not to a 
degree that can be considered satis- 
factory. The distribution is thin and 
many U.S. names famous in world mar- 
kets are completely missing from the 


scene. This is somewhat mystifying; 
Malaya’s removal of import restric- 
tions and the welcoming of U.S. prod- 
ucts has been carried to the U.S. export 
fraternity by all of the usual means and 
even more forcefully by the visit of the 
Federation of Malaya’s Prime Minister 
Tunku Abdul Rahman to the United 
States the latter part of last year. Com- 
munication evidently has not been suf- 
ficiently effective and a recommendation 
is made that an even greater effort be 
advanced by both Governments to in- 
form U.S. business of the opportunities 
that exist. 


The conviction is strongly held that 
U.S. goods are of highest quality but 
too expensive. It is necessary that U.S. 
manufacturers face it squarely and 
whenever possible refute it with offer- 
ings of goods in a considerable price 
range. Efforts might be made to re- 
design popular products, retaining their 
basic quality but effect cost reduc- 
tions through the use of changed trim 
or finish or by elimination of unneeded 
refinements. By offering these models 
along with standard types, the U.S. ex- 
porter can continue to give buyers of 
highest quality goods the articles wanted, 
and at the same time also serve the mil- 
lions who want U.S. goods but who 
possess a more limited buying power. 

The Government’s industrialization 
program, assisted by the Pioneer Indus- 
tries Ordinance of 1958, furnishes re- 
lief from income taxes to qualified firms 
for a maximum of 5 years. The recently 
announced second 5-year plan places 
emphasis on road construction and 
rural development. This should provide 
still additional stimulus to the economy. 
U.S. investment in the Federation is 
growing with a good potential for either 
licensing arrangements or joint vent- 
ures between U.S. and Malayan firms 
in the industrial field. U.S. investment 
in Malaya is eligible‘ for insurance 
under the Investment Guaranty Pro- 
gram by agreement between the United 
States and the Federation. 

The climate for investment in the 
Federation is generally favorable to the 
domestic and foreign investor. The gov- 
ernment and the business community 
welcomes foreign investment. Rates of 
taxation are relatively low by most 
modern standards. The legal system is 
fair and promises equal treatment to 
all investors. Few underdeveloped coun- 
tries offer such a wide variety of ad- 
vantages and opportunities. The Fed- 
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eration is endowed with many of the 
elements of growth under a free enter- 
prise system. 


Since its establishment as a sovereign 
and constitutional monarchy within the 
British Commonwealth in 1957, the Fed- 
eration has enjoyed a favorable balance 
of payments position. The balance of 
trade with the United States has always 
been strongly in favor of the Federa- 
tion. The 1960 trade figures of the Fed- 
eration estimate exports to the United 
States of $100 million and imports 7rom 
the United States of $30 million, or a 
balance of over 3 to 1 in favor of the 
Federation. Actually, the United States 
export figures represent an 80 percent 
increase over 1959. 

Although Malaya is a market of only 
some 7 million people, it enjoys a per 
capita income of more than double that 
of its other Southeast Asian neighbors. 
Thus, together with the recent elimina- 
tion of import restrictions and exchange 
controls every reason exists to expect 
a sharp increase in the sale of U.S. 
products.

Advertise Your Goods in Singapore; 
Market Highly Competitive 


jMMEDIATE prospects for the sale of U.S. products in Singapore 
are excellent, a U.S. Trade Mission reports. Businessmen, how- 
ever, must give serious attention to Singapore’s open but highly com- 
petitive market if they wish to establish their products. A small 
proportion of U.S. brands now appear on the market. 

Intense competition over the years has sharpened the abilities of 
Singapore’s successful business leaders and has created a corps of 
importers, wholesalers, retailers, exporters, and shipping specialists. 


Good advertising media exist. 


The U.S. businessman should take 


advantage of these facilities to publicize his products. 


The five-man Mission conducted meet- 
ings with approximately 350 members 
of the trade, civic groups, and service 
clubs. Many specific opportunities for 
trade and investment were developed. 


Trade Balance Favorable 

Singapore imported US$51.5 million 
worth of goods from the United States 
last year; exports to the United States 
amounted to US$79.9 million. Singa- 
pore traditionally enjoys a favorable 
trade balance with the United States 
which has always been one of the most 
important purchasers of rubber, pepper, 
and formerly tin, The United States 
ranked third—after the Federation of 
Malaya and the United Kingdom— 
among Singapore’s trading partners in 
1960. 

Although Singapore can expect to 
continue as an important trading cen- 
ter, it is doubtful that the growth of 
the entrepot trade will be adequate to 
create employment opportunities for 


the increasing population and work. 


force. The Government, for this reason, 
has adopted measures to encourage in- 
dustrialization. Incentives such as tax 
holidays and selective tariffs for pioneer 
products have been authorized to make 
Singapore an attractive site for in- 
dustry. Details of the Government’s 
plan have not yet been pyblished, but 
an overall figure of nearly M$1 billion 
has been mentioned as the likely target 
for expenditures on development proj- 
ects during the 5-year period ending in 
1964. The most significant industrial 
projects underway in Singapore are the 
construction of two petroleum refiner- 
ies, one by the Shell Co., the other by 
Japanese interests. The Government 
is encouraging private investment in in- 
dustry. 

Singapore’s 1 million people, includ- 
ing a top layer of a wealthy, thriving, 
and growing middle class and a heavy 
majority of people with lower incomes, 
offer a good market for imported manu- 
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factured goods. Labor unions are 
strong; they have brought about good 
wage scales and the trend is up. 

The population is young. A. great 
majority of the people are under 30. 
This presents a high proportion in an 
acquisitive age bracket, a market re- 
ceptive to goods that serve an entertain- 
ment need; items for homemaking, such 
as appliances and furniture; children’s 
goods; and transport equipment of spe- 
cial interest to a low-age group, such as 
scooters and cycles. 

Advertising of U.S. goods is high in 
quality, but low in quantity, reflecting 
the small proportion of U.S. brands on 
the scene and the small volume of their 
importation. Facilities for the presenta- 
tion of advertising exist through good 
newspapers in English and Chinese that 
have large circulations. Radio is avail- 
able; television is expected to be coming 
soon and commercial sponsorship prob- 
ably will be permitted. 

Services of advertising agencies are 
available although not all are up to 
standards desired by U.S. clients. Care- 
ful selection and appropriate manage- 
ment by the client of his interests will 
result in service of fully adequate qual- 
ity. U.S. brands of soft drinks are on 
sale but do not dominate. They are not 
frequently advertised. Local brands are 
more in evidence and advertised to 
saturation levels. f 

Frozen foods are increasing in ac- 
ceptance; U.S. firms might well investi- 
gate this rising trend and enter the field, 
remembering that the market, though 
alert and receptive, is limited in size. 

Singapore now has two modern su- 
permarkets selling foods, and several 
other establishments that come close to 
the American concept of this type of 
store. Hair creams and dressings pre- 
sent an especially good opportunity 
for U.S. exporters and perhaps for 
‘those interested in  licensed-manufac- 


ture. Throughout Southeast Asia these 
products are in good demand and Sing- 
apore might well be a distributing point 
for good products, well advertised, in 
this category. 


ADE between the United States 
and Singapore probably will show 
little change in pattern in the foresee- 
able future—bulk imports by the United 
States of rubber and spices and exports 
from the United States of a wide range 
of products. Emphasis on U.S. exports 
undoubtedly will continue to develop in 
the fields of machinery, tools, and other 
metal manufactures, and motor and 
agricultural equipment and parts, as 
well as a large selection of consumer 
goods. In 1960, the first full year of 
trade after liberalization of import con- 
trols, U.S. exports to Singapore regis- 
tered a substantial increase which is 
sure to be repeated in 1961. 

The consensus among students of 
Singapore’s economy is that an urgent 
need exists for a program to provide 
employment opportunities for the ex- 
ploding population. The size of the 
island precludes any economic support 
from agriculture. Trading, which has 
always been the backbone of business 
here, will continue to carry the income 
load for Singapore for many years to 
come. But obviously the manpower 
requirements of a trading center are 
not of a magnitude to absorb the in- 
creasing numbers of people who are 
coming on the labor market. 

Possibilities for a program of indus- 
trial development, therefore, are being 
carefully explored by the Government. 
Studies which have been undertaken 
thus far have been made by survey 
teams sent out by the United Nations. 

Singapore possesses certain obvious 
advantages for industry. Transporta- 
tion facilities are exceptionally good for 
bringing in raw materials and shipping 
finished products. In addition, land for 
factory sites has been allocated in areas 
adjacent to projected deep-water docks. 
Southeast Asia’s total trading area can 
be considered to have Singapore as its 
center. Singapore has an intelligent 
labor force with a high degree of liter- 
acy. Service and supply facilities of all 
types are abundant. The services in- 
clude many financial institutions with 
funds which could be diverted to indus- 
try if proper monetary inducements 
were to be offered. 
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Private Investment Encouraged 


An important favorable factor for 
potential industrial investment in Sing- 
apore is the Government’s positive 
policy toward private investors. This 
policy was expressed in a Government 
communication to the Trade Mission. 

@ Tax relief or tax holidays for a 
period of 5 years to new enterprises 
considered to be an economic benefit to 
Singapore (under the Pioneer Indus- 
trial Law). 

@ It is not the policy of the Govern- 
ment to levy duty on raw materials 
required for industry, but it is part 
of the Government’s program to pro- 
tect local industries from unfair com- 
petition from outside. 

@ There are no restrictions to the re- 
mitting of profits or the repatriation 
of capital from Singapore, except for 
those applicable in the sterling area, 
nor are such restrictions contemplated. 

@ The Government does not propose 
to nationalize industries but will pro- 
vide every possible assistance to enable 
any entrepreneur to establish an indus- 
try in Singapore. 

On the opposite side of the coin are 
certain negative factors which must be 
taken into consideration if one is to be 
realistic. A deterrent to industrial de- 
velopment is the high wage level that 
prevails in Singapore compared with 
Hong Kong and other Far Eastern 
centers. The Singapore Government 
recognizes this and has issued an earn- 
est plea for a temporary wage freeze. 

Some trade unions, however, have in- 
creasingly succumbed to extremist in- 
fluence and appear to be disregarding 
the Government’s advice on holding 
wage levels stable. In the interest of 
promoting a healthy economy, of ad- 
vancing the welfare of the people as 
a whole, and of developing an atmos- 
phere favorable to investment, it would 
appear most desirable for the po- 
tential investor if a reasonably har- 
monious relation between labor and 
management could be established and 
guaranteed to prevail in the immediate 
future. The key to Singapore’s eco- 
nomie and industrial future is the cre- 
ation of a climate of confidence based 
on stability in labor-management rela- 
tions. 

A second handicap is the lack of in- 
dustrial management talent with ex- 
perience and _ technical know-how. 
Although Singapore established a poly- 
technic institute several years ago, the 
number of qualified engineers, skilled 
mechanics, and manufacturing special- 
ists available is not adequate to cover 
the immediate needs, let alone those of 
the future. The wage scale is higher 
than in the other industrial centers of 
the Far East. Furthermore, the market 
in Singapore itself probably is not large 
enough to absorb the output of modern 
high-speed manufacturing operations. 
A further drawback is lack of informa- 
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tion on long-range plans which could 
be followed with confidence during the 
next 10 years or more. 

When we place the plus and minus 
factors for industrialization side by 
side, it would appear that the pluses 
carry the most weight and that the 
balance favors a “go-ahead” industrial 
expansion program. If at this critical 
time a sound, well-conceived program 
could be developed with the active sup- 
port and backing of the Government, 
most of the negative factors would be 
overcome and the future for industrial 
growth assured. A further encourage- 
ment to U.S. private investors would 
be conclusion of an investment guaran- 
tee agreement and an agreement to 
avoid double taxation. 

That Americans may participate in 
the further development of Singapore 
is obvious. We are welcomed by the 
Government; there is widespread ac- 
ceptance of our goods and services. 
The long freight haul is a natural dis- 
advantage but partly offset by the 
regularity and reliability of steamship 
service from the United States. Other 
advantages may be gained by vigorous 
efforts in sales promotion, maintenance 
of high quality control, constantly im- 
proving design and style factors, ac- 
commodation to local preferences, and 
complete technical service. In other 
words, application of the same factors 
that developed our local markets in 
the continental United States will be 
important in obtaining U.S. participa- 
tion in the developing markets of Asia, 
including Singapore.

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Mission Urges More U.S. Initiative 





Two-Way Trade Opportunities in Rich 
But Demanding Market ‘Down Under’ 


AUSTRALIA not only is a rich and expanding market but a de- 


manding one, the first official U.S. Trade Mission reports. 


Com- 


petition from local producers and from British, Japanese, Canadian, 
and German suppliers, among others, is keen. 

Nearly 1,000 U.S. companies have established subsidiaries, licensed 
processes and know-how, or have some other form of affiliation with 
Australian industry. But, it became apparent to the mission early 
in its tour that U.S. business, as a whole, still knows relatively little 
about the many opportunities that exist for mutually profitable two- 
way trade and for investment in Australia. 


In 1960, for example, the United 
States sold more goods to Australia 
than to Argentina or Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, the Phillipines, or the Union 
of South Africa. U.S. exports to Aus- 
tralia, a country with a population of 
10% million people, were valued at 
$387 million, only $40 million less than 
those to Brazil. There was an increase 
of $120 million in the value of U.S. 
exports to Australia over the total for 
1959. Although this gain illustrates 
the market potential for U.S. goods in 
Australia, the United States supplied 
less than 1/5 of the value of all Aus- 
tralian imports in calendar 1960. 

The mission returned from its 49-day 
tour of seven principal commercial cen- 
ters with 381 trade leads and 275 in- 
vestment opportunities as a result of 
more than 613 individual interviews and 
meetings with almost 5,000 Australian 
businessmen. The mission, sponsored 
by the U.S. Department of Commerce, 
was composed of five businessmen and 
a Department official. 


U.S. Business Proposals Circulated 

The mission brought 90 business pro- 
posals from U.S. businessmen for the 
consideration of Australian firms. Rés- 
umés of these proposals were published 
and widely circulated in advance of the 
mission’s visit. Inquiries were received 
on about 80 percent of the proposals. 

Two commercial libraries, each con- 
sisting of over 1,000 U.S. trade pub- 
lications, directories, and catalogs cov- 
ering practically the entire range of 
U.S. manufacturers and business serv- 
ices were taken to Australia to serve 
as the research department of the Trade 
Information Centers, the mission’s head- 
quarters in Sydney and Melbourne. 
These libraries were well patronized 
and were left in Australia for the use 
of businessmen. 


More U.S. Initiative Needed 


U.S. exporters do not appear to be 
taking. enough initiative in pursuing 
trade opportunities in Australia. Much 
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This article is a digest of the report 
made by the U.S. Trade Mission to

of the recent increase in U.S. exports to 
Australia since lifting of import con- 
trols last February has come about in 
large measure ‘through the initiative of 
Australian importers seeking greater 
variety and better value in both con- 
sumer and producer goods on a world- 
wide basis for the first time, in many 
cases, since the beginning of World 
War Il. But the Australian business 
community is one which expects and 
merits more personal attention and high 
standards of service from U.S. exporters. 

Many of the solid advantages the 
United States has as a source of supply 
are sometimes dissipated through lack 
of prompt attention to inquiries and 
orders; unauthorized substitution of 
goods; lack of care in completing the 
Australian‘ invoice forms and other 
documentation; improper packing and 
labeling for export; and high handling 
charges. 


U.S. Businessmen Urged to Visit 


The mission cannot recommend too 
strongly that, wherever possible, U.S. 
businessmen interested in the Austral- 
ian market visit that country. Visits 
by sales and technical personnel, and 
by top company officials as well, should 
be made not only to establish initial 
representation, but regularly later on 
for servicing the trade. The jet age 
has brought Australia only hours away 
from the States. 


IRMS planning to do business with 

Australia also should familiarize 
themselves with the channels of distri- 
bution in that country. Particularly 
for consumer goods, it is expected that 
established and traditional channels be 
used to distribute new lines of merchan- 
dise. The ill-will created by the use of 
other channels sometimes may limit the 
market for such goods. Moreover, when 
Australian importers and agents take 
on a new line they usually want to be 
the exclusive distributors of these prod- 
ucts in a particular state or area. 
Australian distributors expect U.S. sup- 
pliers, especially of textiles and fashion 
goods, to take steps to maintain their 
exclusive rights to a certain line of 
goods. 


Specialized Machinery Wanted 

The Australian manufacturing in- 
dustry continues to be interested in 
many types of specialized U.S. ma- 
chinery and equipment. Even where 
price is a factor, durability, ruggedness, 
specialized features, quality, adaptabil- 
ity, precision, and performance of U.S. 
machines and equipment often make 
them attractive to Australian buyers. 
But, more sales and promotional effort 
is required to establish the merits of 
this equipment and offset the price ob- 
jections. 

Australian industry generally is 
geared to lower volume production of 
metalworking and other machinery than 
in the United States.. For this reason 
and because of the wide range of prod- 
ucts manufactured in many plants, 
Australian industry often requires less 
fully automated and more flexible types 
of machinery than produced for their 
counterparts in the United States. The 
mission also learned that the food proc- 
essing and packaging industry in Aus- 
tralia, like metalworking, requires 
equipment adapted to Australian con- 
ditions of lower output and greater 
flexibility than that produced for the 
U.S. market. Australia has a market 
for equipment, .adapted on this basis, 
for filling, wrapping, and sealing plastic 
containers. The increased use of plastic 
and paperboard packaging in super- 
markets has added to the demand for 
such equipment. 


Opportunities for Chemicals, Textiles 


Opportunities for trade in chemicals 
and plastics are apparent both for 
equipment and raw materials. Look- 
ing to the longer run, however, the 
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range of plastics and plastic raw mate- 
rials likely to be in demand may be 
limited by the availability from local 
sources—the petrochemical plants now 
under construction or on the drawing 
boards. Nevertheless, considerable inter- 
est exists in importing both nylon and 
acetal plastics from the United States 
and these categories should enjoy a 
good market in Australia for some time. 

The development of vacuum packag- 
ing, which has only begun in Australia, 
should result in increased demand for 
extruded cellulose ester sheeting. The 
growth of other forms of plastic pack- 
aging has created opportunities for the 
export of specialty films for long shelf 
life as well as overwrap packaging to 
that country. 


T would appear from the mission’s 

findings that the market in Australia 
for U.S. consumer goods is not likely to 
expand much beyond present levels 
mainly because of the high Australian 
tariffs on such items. But opportunities 
exist for exports of many types of new 
and quality merchandise. The apparel 
manufacturing industry and retail trade 
are interested in textiles, particularly 
the finer cotton and novelty fabrics and 
cotton-synthetic fiber mixtures, towel- 
ing and sheeting, furnishing fabrics, 
and lighter weight suiting materials. 
The retail trade also is interested in 
U.S. novelties, gift items, some canned 
and processed foods, and household and 
kitchen hardware. 

The growth of supermarkets and 
other retail trade had created a demand 
for a wide range of the latest types 
of store fixtures and display cases. 
The Australia market for all of these 
types of consumer goods demands much 
greater attention and servicing on the 
part of U.S. manufacturers and ex- 
porters. Though many of the largest 
retail establishments regularly send 
buyers to the United States, there is a 
real need for more representation in 
Australia by U.S. suppliers. 

U.S. suppliers could be making better 
use of the export credit facilities avail- 
able to them through the commercial 
banks, the Export-Import Bank, and 
other financial institutions. Many Aus- 
tralian importers, as the usual bank 
and other financial references will show, 
are excellent credit risks and 30-, 60-, 
or 90-day sight drafts could well re- 
place the traditional letter of credit. 
Some U.S. exporters can obtain addi- 
tional business by offering better credit 
terms. 


Joint-Ventures Proposed 


Some sectors of Australian industry 
are highly advanced technologically and 
are looking for many different types 
of U.S. know-how to expand their prod- 
uct lines. Roughly 40 percent of all 
Australian firms interviewed during the 
mission's tour were interested in licens- 
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ing agreements or joint ventures with 
U.S. firms. 

Proposals have been put forward by 
Australian firms which already have 
a number of highly successful licensing 
arrangements for manufacturing U.S. 
products. Some of these proposals in- 
volve products for which it has been 
established that a good market exists 
in Australia. For a considerable num- 
ber of other proposals placed before 
the mission, however, some preliminary 
steps before concluding a joint-venture 
or licensing agreement would appear to 
be desirable. In such cases, it would 
be well for the Australian firm to 
undertake to act as agent and dis- 
tributor for the equipment or product 
involved. This would serve to test the 
Australian market. 

The Mission suggests that U.S. in- 
vestors. consider the possibility of pro- 
viding for local participation in their 
Australian ventures wherever it is pos- 
sible and appropriate. Australian busi- 
nessmen and investors can make good 
partners, and very helpful ones, for 
U.S. industry. The goodwill and ex- 
cellent public relations impact to be 
derived from Australian participation 
in such projects, also makes such a 
course desirable. 


investment Climate Favorable 


The investment climate in Australia 
is excellent. The mission was impressed 
by the constructive attitude of Govern- 


ment officials at all levels on the es- 
tablishment and expansion of industry. 
The Commonwealth and State Govern- 
ments are prepared to offer a great 
deal of assistance. The Australian 
economy is a sound as well as a rapidly 
expanding one; the Australian pound is 
a stable currency. 

Although all remittances abroad from 
Australia require exchange control ap- 
proval, in practice no restrictions exist 
on repatriating royalty and service 
charges, provided the relevent arrange- 
ments have been approved, where nec- 
essary, by the exchange control authori- 
ties, as well as profits, dividends, and 
interest. Approval also normally is 
granted for the repatriation of capital. 
Moreover, a convention for the avoid- 
ance of double taxation on such remit- 
tances is in effect. 


E mission’s efforts represent only 

a start on expanding mutually prof- 
itable two-way trade and investment. 
Good immediate prospects for an in- 
crease in commercial relations between 
Australia and the United States exist 
in the many specific trade and invest- 
ment proposals developed by the mission 
during its tour. The potential is much 
greater. It is up to American business 
to take advantage of these opportuni- 
ties, to pursue them quickly and effec- 
tively, and to keep abreast of develop- 
ments in this rapidly growing area of 
the world with such a promising future.

New WTIS Describes 


German Food Rules 


The German Food Law of 1958 
and its implementing ordinances 
through 1960 now are available in 
a publication just released by the 
Bureau of Foreign Commerce. 

The report, “Food Regulations 
of the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many and West Berlin,” issued as 
part 2, No, 61-12 of BFC’s World 
Trade Information Service, con- 
tains extensive lists of permissible 
additives and summaries of appli- 
cable German legislation. Copies 
may be purchased at 10 cents each 
from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U.S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington 25, D.C., or 
from any of the Department of 
Commerce Field Offices. 

U.S. exporters wishing to de- 
termine whether their products 
comply with the German food reg- 
ulations may communicate with 
any of 74 food inspection offices 
in Germany. A Foreign Service 
despatch listing the names and 
addresses of these inspection offices 
is available on loan from BFC’s 
European Division. The despatch 
also sets forth procedures for fil- 
ing appeals on behalf of additives 
not currently permitted by German 
regulations.

eign exchange reserves. Reserves totaled 
$213.2 million on December 31, 1960, of 
which $6.3 million were in gold. This 
sum represented an increase of $31.4 
million over reserves on Sept. 30, 1960. 

The Bank of Israel continued its 
struggle to hold down inflationary ex- 
pansion of credit while at the same time 
supplying the rapidly expanding econ- 
omy with tha credit resources it needed. 

It attributed the growth of credit to 
large-scale conversion of foreign cur- 
rency obtained from expanded exports 
and German restitution payments and 
to the various banks’ increase in credits 
to the public. 

Agricultural production increased 
about 4 percent in 1959-60 over produc- 
tion in 1958-59, a decline from the aver- 
age 14-percent increase in the seasons 
1954-55 to 1958-59. Marketing and con- 
sumption of farm products increased by 
10 percent, but means of production, 
that is livestock and new plantings, fell 
by 22 percent. 

Cotton production increased by 48.4 
percent to 10,750 tons. Peanut pro- 
duction rose by 20 percent to 15,000 
tons.—U.S. Embassy.

Through a series of 5-year plans, 
India is making gigantic strides in 
strengthening its economy. The coun- 
try’s many natural resources are being 
utilized to broaden the industrial base. 
New industries are springing up. 
Transportation, power, and communica- 
tion facilities are being expanded, while 
technicians are being trained in special 
skills for industry. Agricultural pro- 
duction is being increased and the stand- 
ard of living is rising. 

Priority is being given to develop- 
ment of fertilizer plants; manufacture 
of agricultural implements and ma- 
chinery, including tractors; grain- 
storage facilities; alloy and other 
special steel plants; aircraft manufac- 
ture; petrochemicals manufacture; and 
road transport industries.

THE HAGUE.—An important down- 
town area of the city of Arnhem will 
be set aside for the display of U.S. 
products June 15-July 10. 

The display will take place during 
the 50th anniversary of Algemene 
Kunstzijde Unie N.V. (AKU) Neder- 
land, manufacturer of synthetic yarns 
and other products. 

For the U.S. district, the organizing 
committee has selected an area of Arn- 
hem, consisting of a square and two 
city blocks, which includes business 
establishments of the following cate- 
gories: 

Furniture; leatherware; sewing ma- 
chines; wine merchant; clothing store; 
bakery; travel bureau; textiles; gar- 
ages; newspaper office; flower shop; 
shoe store; glassware; housing office; 
laundry; men’s wear; and sportswear. 

Also furnishing textiles; curtains; 
hairdresser; clothes rental service; 
radio shop; hotel-cafe; house furnish- 
ing shop; liquor shop; cafe-restaurant; 
photo shop; jeweler; cinema; fur shop; 
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tobacco shop; book store; bank; and 
insurance office. 

U.S. manufacturers and exporters 
interested in the possibilities of export 
promotion in connection with this event 
may communicate with Mr. J. Vet, 
Manager, Arnhem Tourist Association 
(V.V.V.), Arnhem, Netherlands. 

Plans for the celebration call for the 
division of the downtown area of Arn- 
hem into several districts, each of 
which will be given the atmosphere of 
one of the countries in which AKU has 
a subsidiary—Germany, the United 
Kingdom, Italy, and the United States. 

The streets in each such district will 
be decorated with street signs, flags, 
and such materials as may be obtain- 
able to give the area some of the flavor 
of the country concerned. 

In addition, each merchant is ex- 
pected to give his particular place of 
business the atmosphere of the country 
represented and to promote the prod- 
ucts of that country. 

The organizers estimate 1 million 
persons will visit Arnhem, which is in 
an area relatively unexposed to U.S. 
commercial promotion, during the 
course of the 3-week celebration.—U.S. 
Embassy. 


Opportunities for Export 


TRIESTE.—tThe Trieste Interna- 
tional Trade Fair, June 21-July 5, will 
offer U.S. businessmen an opportunity 
to introduce their products to the Ital- 
ian market by participating directly or 
through an Italian representative. 

In recent years the Trieste Fair re- 
portedly has tended to develop special- 
ized products and industries suitable to 
the needs of that area. These include 
lumber, wood products, furniture, elec- 
trical household appliances, and naval 
and naval-mechanical products. 

Trieste traditionally has played a 
major role in processing and forward- 
ing lumber; over 1 million cubic meters 
of lumber are handled annually at the 
port. More recently, the port has de- 
veloped the processing and shipping of 
tropical-equatorial lumber and wood 
products, with the raw material coming 
generally from the Gulf of Guinea, the 
Philippines, Indonesia, and Malaya. 

This year some 10 lumber producing 
countries will have displays, including 


Austria, Yugoslavia, Rumania, Czecho- ? 


slovakia, and several equatorial coun- 
tries. 

In addition to the products listed 
above, exhibit categories will include 
machinery and mechanical industry 
products; furniture and other house- 
hold furnishings; machines and utensils 
for hotels, restaurants, bars, and tourist 
places; sewing machines and supplies; 
hygienic and sanitary equipment; office 
furniture and equipment; textiles; arti- 
sans products; food products and nau- 
tical sports supplies. 

A number of conventions aimed at 
bringing together technicians, experts, 
and entrepreneurs of various countries 
will be held. They are the Sixth Inter- 
national Lumber Day, the Sixth Furni- 
ture Convention, and the Sixth Conven- 
tion in the Use of Mass Production in 
Plants. 

The Fair management reports the fol- 
lowing countries intend to exhibit: Aus- 
tria, Yugoslavia, West Germany, Portu- 
gal, Rumania, Hungary, Greece, Jor- 
dan, Lebanon, Ivory Coast, Cameroun, 
Gabon, Brazil, and the United States. 

The U.S. Information Service in Italy 
plans to mount an architectural display, 
containing 240 photomurals, 8 electric 
stereo-viewers, and an automatic slide 
projector with slides.

Red Tape in Air Traffic 
On Decline in South Pacific 


Red tape in air travel is on the de- 
cline in the South Pacific, and delays 
in the clearance of inbound and out- 
bound air passengers and cargo soon 
should be considerably reduced. 

This is according to a recent survey 
of four countries in the area carried 
out by a team of international aviation 
experts. 


Sympathetic to Proposals 

Government authorities in Hong 
Kong, Indonesia, New Zealand, and the 
Fiji Islands are sympathetic and agree- 
able to proposals from the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO) and International Air Trans- 
port Association (IATA), the team 
found. 

While inadequate airport terminal 
facilities severely hamper the expres- 
sion of government goodwill, for the 
time being new buildings which are 
under construction at several major 
airports should considerably reduce the 
clearance delays. 

The Hong Kong Government has in- 
dicated most of the simplified interna- 
tional clearance forms, as prescribed in 
Annex 9 to the ICAO Convention, are 
now acceptable; Fiji authorities have 
agreed to dispense with the’ baggage 
declaration form on an experimental 
basis; and the Indonesian Government 
has promised customs concessions for 
ground equipment needed by the air- 
lines for rapid loading and unloading. 

These and other break-throughs in 
simplifying and standardizing govern- 
mental formalities on air travel were 
achieved by a three-man team of Facili- 
tation specialists from the two organi- 
zations. 


Worldwide Campaign 

Facilitation, or FAL, is the term for 
the worldwide campaign to free avia- 
tion of paper and procedural hold-ups; 
the field mission was sent out to explore 
and help solve FAL problems with local 
airline and govérnment officials. 

The team particularly urged South 
Pacific governments to accept the elimi- 
nation of the passenger manifest, a 
passenger listing férm now extinct in 
the United States, Canada, and most 
European countries. 

Members of the team were R. J. 
Moulton, chief of the FAL branch of 
ICAO: Jay L. Sheppard, Pan American 
World Airways, Chairman of IATA’s 
FAL advisory group; and Cyril Val- 
lance, IATA FAL officer.

Federal Aid Program Recommended 
For Major Railways in Canada 


TTAWA.—A new system of Federal Government subsidies to 
Canada’s major railways has been recommended by the MacPher- 
son Royal Commission on Transportation. 
News reports said the program would start at about $97 million 
this year and would drop to about half that amount after 5 years. 
The Commission made its recommendation in the first volume of a 


three-volume report. 
April 10. 


To Streamline Railways 


The subsidy program would be aimed 
at helping the railways to streamline 
themselves for the current competitive 
era in transportation while relieving 
them of the burden of outdated regula- 
tions. 

Of the total first year subsidy pro- 
gram, $62 million is proposed to cover 
deficits on passenger services, $22 mil- 
lion for losses incurred in hauling West- 
ern grain at prices established in 1896, 
and $13 million for losses in branch 
lines. 

The “most momentous issue” before 
the Commission was found to be the 
controversial Crowsnest Pass freight 
rate. The group reported that this rate 
imposes a burden on the railways of 
$22.3 million in the movement of prairie 
export grain and recommended this loss 
be covered by public grant as long as it 
is incurred. 

The Commission noted it was outside 
its terms of reference to make any 
recommendation with respect to the 
rate itself or its continuance. 

Two of the six commissioners, how- 
ever, said Parliament should review the 
situation for the purpose of relieving 
the taxpayer of the burden created by 
the special rate. 

A third commissioner said the rail- 
way failed to show it was losing money 
on grain traffic at all and, moreover, 
the Crowsnest Pass agreement con- 
stitutes a binding contract under which 
the railways must carry export grain 
at the present low statutory rate levels. 


Freight Rate Problems 


On the general freight rate problem, 
the Commission described the practice 
of across-the-board rate increases as 
self-defeating for the carriers and in- 
equitable for shippers still dependent on 
the railways. 

“Those shippers who have alternative 
means of transport readily available 
are relatively insulated from.the effects 
of railway rate increases, whereas ship- 
pers who remain dependent upon the 
railways—the so-called ‘captive ship- 
pers’—are apt to find themselves bear- 


It was tabled in the House of Commons on 





ing the full brunt of the horizontal in- 
creases. 

“In brief, the benefits which the new 
competitive transportation environment 
has brought to the Canadian economy 
are not being distributed in an equitable 
fashion and it is this phenomenon which 
is at the root of the freight rate in- 
equity problem, the principal raison 
d’etre for this commission.” 


Rationale on Public Policy 


The Commission’s rationale on public 
policy is summed up in four general 
conclusions: 

“The regulation of transportation in 
Canada should be minimized as much as 
possible, consistent with the protection 
of the public interest, and such regula- 
tion as is retained should bear in a 
reasonably equitable fashion on all car- 
riers. 

“The rationalization of railway plant 
and operations should be actively en- 
eouraged by public policy and where, 
for national policy reasons, it is con- 
sidered necessary to retain rail opera- 
tions such as unprofitable passenger or 
branch line services, the railways 
should be entitled to payment from pub- 
lic funds to cover their deficits on such 
services. 

“No particular form of transport 
should be singled out as an instrument 
of national policy if any burden is in- 
volved in the performance of the func- 
tion unless sufficient compensation is 
provided to that mode of transport to 
prevent distortions in the competitive 
transportation market. 

“Assistance to transportation which 
is designed to aid, on national policy 
grounds, particular shippers and par- 
ticular regions should be recognized for 
what it is and not be disguised as a sub- 
sidy to the. transportation industry. 
Moreover, whenever assistance of this 
kind is distributed through the trans- 
portation medium, it should be available 
on a non-discriminatory basis to all car- 
riers.”—U.S. Embassy.

Industry News 





Steel Output Near Capacity 

Although crude steel production in 
January and February of this year is 
below the peak months of October and 
November 1960, the level is still not far 
below capacity. 

The slight downswing reflects pri- 
marily the softness in demand for auto- 
mobiles and domestic appliances and a 
seasonal weakness in tinplate for the 
food canning industry. Crude steel re- 
leased in the sheet mill operation was 
partly absorbed in larger inventories 
held by the mills and partly by a strong 
demand for heavy steel from the con- 
struction and machinery industries 
which are experiencing strong invest- 
ment demands. 

The steel industry is beginning to 
have some doubts about the maintenance 
of near-capacity operation but this has 
not yet affected the investment pro- 
gram. Last year, capital expenditure 
costs were 50 percent greater than in 
1959 at £146 million (US$409 million). 
A further substantial increase is ex- 
pected this year as work progresses on 
the two new sheet mills in Wales and 
Scotland. 


Heavy Industry Active 

Increased production in 1960 was 
substantially less than in 1959. This 
was mainly because output of consumer 
goods expanded very rapidly in the first 
9 months of 1959, but fell sharply in the 
second quarter of 1960 and continued at 
a low level. The output of capital goods, 
on the other hand, has increased since 
the middle of 1959. 

The rate of growth on the capital side 
is illustrated by the latest figures from 
the machine tool industry. In spite of 
increasing deliveries at home and 
abroad, the order books of the industry 
rose more than $6 million in November 
1960 to nearly $293 million. Orders 
represent more than a year’s work, 
more than double the orders on hand 18 
months ago. 

In early 1961, the industries produc- 
ing engineering and electrical goods, 
locomotives and railroad equipment, and 
heavy commercial vehicles received an 
increased number of new orders. 

These industries continue to prosper 
from the investment boom. The grow- 
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ing length of the order book is evidence 
of the demand and’ indicates that there 
is less room now for marked increases 
in output. 

An encouraging feature of the ma- 
chine tool figures is the growth of ex- 
port deliveries, although these are being 
somewhat offset by higher imports to 
satisfy home demand. , 


Capital Investment Booms 

In 1960, as a whole, capital expendi- 
ture by manufacturing industry rose 
by 18 percent above the 1959 level. 
Other industries and services spent 12 
percent more. 

Board of Trade estimates of capital 
expenditure in the fourth quarter of 
1960 showed an increase of 14 percent 
over the corresponding period of 1959. 
These figures confirm the strength of 
the capital investment boom. There is 
every sign that the boom will continue— 
particularly as business confidence ap- 
pears to be reviving and as expansion- 
ary investment plans are unlikely to be 
modified through fear of insufficient de- 
mand. 


Construction Sets New Record 

Orders obtained by the construction 
industries in the fourth quarter of 1960 
totaled $1,325 million. This equalled 
the figure for the first quarter of 1960, 
the highest since the series began in 
1956. 

In 1960 as a whole, the value of new 
orders amounted to $5,151 million, 16 
percent more than in 1959. The value 
of new work carried out by contractors 
was $4,629 million, an increase of 9 
percent over 1959. 

The increase was confined to the pri- 
vate sector of economy. Both public 
housing and nonhousing work for pub- 
lic authorities declined slightly between 
the two years. There was a 20 percent 
increase in the value of residential 
building, a 21 percent increase in in- 
dustrial building, and a 14 percent in- 
crease in miscellaneous private work 
which includes new officé buildings. 

Current orders indicate that the 
building boom will probably continue 
through 1961. The limits to expansion 
will be set by the industry’s ability to 
increase output. It is already apparent 


that a shortage of skilled labor will be 
the main difficulty. 


Little Change in Industrial Output 

From January 1960 until January 
1961, the adjusted level of production 
remained virtually static, fluctuating 
between the narrow limits of 119 and 
121. A slight fall in production level 
early in 1961 does not appear to indi- 
cate a trend. It is generally agreed 
that some recovery in the automobile in- 
dustry since January has probably re- 
sulted in an increase in total output. 
The index should begin to show signs 
of moving upwards. 

Inventory accumulation in the United 
Kingdom economy in 1960 was rather 
significant. By the final quarter, how- 
ever, the unprecedented rise in mate- 
rials and fuel inventories was subsiding, 
although the total rate of increase was 
sustained by growing holdings of 
finished goods. This accumulation was 
probably largely involuntary. The 
trend may well be reversed as automo- 
bile sales expand. The smaller demand 
for raw materials should soon be re- 
flected in a lower import bill. 





Indonesian Feature 
Film Output Drops 


DJAKARTA. — Approximately 20 
feature-length 35-millimeter films were 
completed in Indonesia in 1960, com- 
pared to about 30 in 1959. The short- 
age of imported rawstock film continues 
to be the major cause for the meager 
output. 

The import quota has been set at 425 
feature films, for the year ending Au- 
gust 31, 1961. This is 10 more than in 
the previous year. The quota break- 
down is as follows: United States, 140 
films; United Kingdom, 25; Europe, 70; 
India, 30; Philippines, 10; United Arab 
Republic, 10; Malaya, 8; Chinese lan- 
guage, 47; and other Asian countries, 
85 films. 

Censorship is a serious problem in 
Indonesia. Films considered to contain 
too much propaganda, violence, or pas- 
sion are banned. Country quota alloca- 
tions may be replaced by new films if 
accomplished within 6 months. 

There are now 30 national importers 
licensed by the Ministry of Trade, with 
perhaps 5 or 6 of these being bona fide 
importers. National importers now re- 
ceive an annual foreign exchange allo- 
cation of $30,000 each. The total alloca- 
tion for the eight U.S. film companies 
distributing in Indonesia is $700,000. 

There are approximately 750 motion 
picture theaters in Indonesia with a 
total seating capacity of about 560,000. 
All theaters are required to show In- 
donesian full-length films one week each 
month, if available-—U.S. Embassy. 
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National Export Expansion Committee 
Confers With Commerce Officials 


Tor business leaders who make up the National Export Expansion 
Committee conferred with officials of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce and other Government agencies the latter part of April on 
methods of expanding U.S. exports. 

It was their first meeting with Secretary of Commerce Luther H. 
Hodges, who commended the group and its 33 regional counterparts 
for their volunteer efforts in export expansion. He declared the in- 
tention of the Department to intensify its activity in the export field 
and called upon business for suggestions and widespread participation 


in the program. 


The Department’s National Export 
Expansion Committee consists of Leon- 
ard F. McCollum, president, Continental 
Oil Co., chairman; Donald K. David, 
vice chairman, Ford Foundation; Ar- 
thur H. Motley, president, Parade Pub- 
lications; Morehead Patterson, chair- 
man of the board, American Machine & 
Foundry Co.; and John W. McGovern, 
director, United States Rubber Co. Mr. 
McGovern, as newly elected president 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers replaced Rudolph F. Bannow, 
retiring president of the N.A.M., who 
also participated in the meeting. 

Mr. McCollum stressed at the meet- 
ing that the Committee’s job was one 
of long term education of business on 
export opportunities and methods. The 
need now, he said, is to broaden the 
successful introductory campaign into 
one of greater depth. The Committee 
agreed that it would seek the coopera- 
tion of many of the hundreds of indus- 
try associations in the effort to step up 
U.S. exports. 

Secretary Hodges told the committee 
that “the need for conscious and de- 
liberate fostering of constantly growing 
exports will be with us for the foresee- 
able future.” 

He reported that the Government is 
emphasizing “more comprehensive and 
faster collection and transmission of 





foreign marketing information to Wash- 
ington, more efficient and speedier proc- 
essing, and more expeditious and wide- 
spread dissemination to use?s all over 
the country.” 

Secretary Hodges added that “we’re 
also trying to do a better job of display- 
ing the American product abroad— 
through more trade missions, aug- 
mented trade fair operations and a 
completely new program of permanent 
trade centers.” 

The national committee members 
agreed at their April 25 meeting in 
Washington that they would make 
themselves available for speaking en- 
gagements, coordinated with the Re- 
gional Export Expansion Committee 
programs on behalf of the export ex- 
pansion program. Requests for book- 
ings should be directed to Paul H.

Noting the value of training pro- 
grams now being conducted for person- 
nel in the Departments of Commerce 
and State who are involved in export 
promotion activities, the committee in- 
dicated it would encourage business to 
have more employees go through sys- 
tematic training for export work.
